Death of Mr. A. K. Gibbs, AMICE 


WE REGRET to announce the sudden death, 
from pneumonia, at the age of 44, of Mr.

He went to Cumbernauld as senior 
engineer in 1957 and was chief engineer 
from 1958.

FEW PAPERS HEARD AT THE ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION 
have held greater interest than that recently contributed 
by J. M. Richards on the case for and against the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. The outline given of the reasons 
for the Commission’s existence as well of the way it works 
was masterly; those who listened to the talk (those that did 
not can find a full summary beginning on page 969) left 
Bedford-square with their sum of knowledge of the work- 
ings of this curiously British compromise vastly increased.

Notes of the Week 


RIBA President-Elect's Thoughts : Hospital Building and Architects ; RIBA Journal's 
New Look ; Fine Art in Scotland ; Amenity Awards ; RICS Research 
Grants ; Building Societies and Design 


SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, who takes over the 
Presidency of the RIBA on July 1, gave 
on Monday what he described as his per- 
sonal opinions on architecture and plan- 
ning. Speaking at a Press conference 
presided over by Mr. Basil Spence, Sir 
William pleaded for a new deal for archi- 
tects and spoke of the RIBA’s job as to 
improving environment and to make it 
possible for the architect to make his con- 
tribution through his own practice; in the 
building industry as a whole through 
teamwork, research, etc.; and through 
training for all types of building. ‘ Archi- 
tecture,’ he said, ‘ must be significant and 
memorable, and to make it so the right 
questions must be asked and answered 
before building starts. The client seldom 
puts those questions himself, so the archi- 
tectural profession must do this for itself. 
Architecture, if it is to be memorable, 
must reflect the questing spirit of our 
day.’ It was strange that while we had 
some fine buildings, Coventry Cathedral, 
Churchill Gardens and the Royal Festival 
Hall among them, we had no prestige 
office blocks, ‘ nothing that people might 
want to keep in a hundred years’ time.’ 
* * * 

THE PRESIDENT-ELECT then gave some 
views on urban development where, he 
said, floor space, economic controls and 
the tug between multiple ownership of 
city sites were the factors. ‘Some way 
ether than political means must be found 
of overcoming these difficulties,’ he 
declared. ‘The architect should be at 
the elbow of those in committee or in 
Government who make plans.’ 

Asked to expand his views on the prob- 
lems of multiple ownership as affecting 
large-scale re-development, Sir William 
said he envisaged long-term draft schemes 
being prepared for important areas with 
the full knowledge of the various 
developers. ‘Architectural guidance,’ he 
said, ‘must be given at an early stage, 
when it should be possible to say: “ Look 
here, this just isn’t good enough.” This 
control should be exercised by the local 
planning authority or by the Minister of 
Housing. Environment means more and 
more as we get increasingly mechanised.’ 


Hospital Building and Architects 
THE RAPIDLY DEVELOPING hospital build- 
ing programme, on which £56m. will be 


spent over the next two years, will pro- 
vide much work for architects. It is 
already raising considerable problems for 
the administration, especially connected 
with the preparation of plans—not sur- 
prisingly when it is recalled that for ten 
years after the war no new hospitals were 
started. Since 1955, however, nearly 
180 major projects each costing £250,000 
or more have been announced, including 
30 new hospitals. Where are the archi- 
tects to design them ? 

The Minister of Health and his archi- 
tects’ branch deserve commendation for 
tackling this question realistically. The 
autonomous regional hospital boards are 
being encouraged to increase their staffs 
while still making good use of private 
architectural firms. It is confidently ex- 
pected that a number of far-sighted 
boards will now follow the enlightened 
example of the Oxford regional board 
whose chief architect has developed an 
effective scheme of briefing the private 
firm which may have had little or no pre- 
vious experience of hospital design. The 
Ministry expects that, on average, about 
half of the programme will be designed 
by private practitioners and the other half 
by the regional boards.

About 60 senior 
architects recently appointed to regional 
boards will attend the Oxford course, and 
there will be places for about 300 in the 
RIBA course, at which architects in pri- 
vate practice and interested assistants 
will take part. 


RIBA Journal’s ‘New Loek’ 


LATEST OF THE TECHNICAL PAPERS to 
change its style is the ‘RIBA Journal ’ 
which in its May issue adopts a new look 
not only in its cover and editorial make- 
up but also in editorial policy of which, 
perhaps, the most important is the in- 
tended inclusion of a monthly leading 
article. Quality of paper has ‘been im- 
proved, the A4 size adopted and. 
enviably, the journal goes out flat and not 
rolled. 

No one, least of all ourselves (who may 
be said to have started last November 
what bids to be a complete cycle of re- 
designed *technicals ’) will be under any 
illusion as to the amount of work that has 
gone into the new Journal. On the whole 
we like it, not least the coloured sec- 
tion which contains the professional news. 
But 18 consecutive pages of reprinted 
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addresses without a single illustration to 
enliven them is something which exigen- 
cies of space no doubt have caused but 
which can perhaps in future be avoided. 
Most debatable is the cover style, but 
all covers are debatable, or should be. 
It is said of this one that it hardly befits 
a professional institution. Just what 
should a professional journal look like? 
We shall watch successive efforts of Mr. 
Herbert Spencer, who is responsible for 
the cover, to see if he can give a lead. 
Meanwhile, congratulations to the com- 
mittee responsible, as also to Mr. Noel 
Musgrave, the editor, on achieving a wel- 
come liveliness. 


Fine Art in Scotland 

THAT IT PUBLISHED LAST WEEK its first 
report since being founded 33 years ago 
must not be taken as indication that the 
Royal Fine Art Commission for Scotland 
has been idle. Listed are about 400 
matters investigated during the period, 
and if that does not appear very much, 
it should be noted that the commission 
carries on its work with nine members 
only and without full-time staff for its 
day-to-day needs. In the circumstances 
the phrase in the report ‘if the Commis- 
sion is to play the increased part for 
which there certainly seems to be urgent 
need, some expansion of its modest 
resources would seem to be inevitable,’ 
verges on the brink of understatement. In 
view of the English Commission’s failure 
to influence the landscaping and bridge 
design of the Motorways programme, it is 
not without interest to read that ‘ nothing 
has done more to promote the principle 
that the Commission has a part to play in 
the planning of public works than the 
great road bridge construction programme 
undertaken in the ‘thirties.’ 

This is an interesting report and we 
welcome the statement that in future the 
Commission is to report biennially. In 
view of Mr. J. M. Richards’s statement 
made during his review of the English 
Commission’s working (referred to in the 
leading article) that the RFAC does not 
favour the issue of guidance notes on 
general principles, the comment in the 
Scottish report on that Commission’s 
action in regard to the proposal to substi- 
tute glass in the contemporary idiom for 
the Munich glass memorial windows in 
Glasgow Cathedral, is worth noting: 
‘The memorandum drawn up by the late 
Dr. Douglas Strachan, at that time a 
Commissioner, forms a striking essay in 
the aesthetics of stained glass.’ 


Amenity Awards 

MEANWHILE THE CIVIC TRUST, in pursuance 
of its policy of stimulating interest in 
civic amenity, is opening its scheme of 
amenity awards to County Boroughs and 
equivalent local authority areas through- 
out the United Kingdom. Last year’s 
scheme was enthusiastically received, 
there being 699 submissions from 68 
counties. Already this year over 50 cities 
and county boroughs have agreed to take 
part in the award scheme which is in two 
classes—one, for a larger scheme which 
contributes to the planning and 
appearance of an area; the other for less 
comprehensive schemes including the 


design or restoration of individual build- 
ings. The President RIBA is to nominate 
assessors, and entries, to the Civic Trust, 
79 Buckingham Palace-road, SW1, must 
be in by June 30. 


RICS Research Grants 


THE EDUCATION TRUST of the Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors, in making 
its first report this week, has taken the 
sensible step of agreeing to devote cer- 
tain funds originally available for grant- 
ing aid to young men studying at the 
Universities to a new end—the encourage- 
ment of research at the post-graduate 
stage. Since 1956, four such grants have 
been made (among them one to the Wil- 
derness study group through Mr. E. Nor- 
man Harris for research into the 
different forms of constructions under 
varying conditions) while the latest (1960) 
award is to Mr. J. S. Andrews for 
research into the development of land 
values in a North London dormitory area.

Building Societies and Design 


NOT FOR THE FIRST TIME the adaress of 
the chairman to the Building Societies’ 
Association, given on May 18 at Bourne- 
mouth, contains no mention of the 
knotty question of house design. But the 
current issue of ‘Building Society 
Affairs’ makes amends in an article 
headed, ‘The Attitude of Building 
Societies to Modern Architecture’ in 
which the problem is very fairly dis- 
cussed. The article is reprinted on page 
961 and we shall return to it in a later 
issue. It is worth quoting the final para- 
graph: *‘ What can be done to bring archi- 
tects and building societies closer 
together? One practical suggestion is that 
the architect should approach a building 
society at a very early stage in any new 
project. In this way each party will under- 
stand the problems of the other and no 
doubt both will gain from the interchange 
of opinion.’ 





Highfields Development, 
Halesowen 


AN ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITION has been 
held by the Borough of Halesowen in 
which British architects were invited to 
submit designs for the building of 250 
flats at Highfields, Halesowen. 

The Assessor was Mr. Eric Lyons, OBE, 
FRIBA, and from the 43 designs sub- 
mitted he awarded (as reported in our 
issue of May 6) the following prizes: 

First Prize (£1,000): Mary E. L. 
Granelli, Miall Rhys-Davies, Remo 
Granelli. Second Prize (£500): Andrew 
Radwan, J. Warren Chalk, Ronald 
Herron. Third Prize (£200): Michael J. 
Smith, Jeremy A. T. Goer. Commended 
(£100): Edward H. Hartry, Roman 
Halter. Commended (£100): David Dry, 
Katharina Halasz. Commended (£100): 
J. Bruges, F. R. Baden Powell, R. Bridges. 

The Assessor states that many fine 
schemes were submitted and that the 
prize-winners were selected for their com- 
petence in design and economy and for 
their adventurous spirit. 


Winners Report 


THE DESIGN ADVOCATED a philosophy of 
life associated in most minds with 
suburban living and we have attempted to 
capture its qualities of universal appeal 
without prejudice to the urban scene. In 
this context the recognition of the indi- 
vidual is paramount, and we advocate 
groups or units of family scale in easy 
association with their foregrounds, sug- 
gesting responsibilities for both land and 
structure. 

The site is patterned with hedged and 
walled enclosures, from which trees and 
buildings rise protectively, where chil-

dren can play in safety and their elders 
relax. These garden squares are semi- 
public and half-urban, and the main town 
footpaths link them to each other and 
the freely landscaped park on the crest of 
the site. The sense of enclosure is some- 
times heightened by linking some of the 
blocks with covered balcony extensions. 
The elements of the landscaping are 
intentionally artificial, subordinate but 
sympathetic to the architecture and are 
an extension of the discipline of this form 
of development over the rural scene. 

It is proposed that the garages be cen- 
tralised and compact, with space for 
maintenance, cleaning and. storage, whilst 
casual angled parking would be per- 
mitted on the service roads. A plea is 
made for a supervisor’s flat (XXIX) to the 
garage area, where stocks and equipment 
would be sold or exchanged, and which 
could, by extension, be made financially 
attractive to the authority. 





Perspective, winning design 


Highfields Development Competition, Halesowen 
REPORT OF THE ASSESSOR, MR. ERIC LYONS, OBE, FRIBA 


THE WINNING DESIGN is based upon a 
simple idea and has been presented with 
great clarity. The accommodation is pro- 
vided in a series of 3-, 4-, 5- and 10-storey 
‘point’ blocks. These elegant rectangular 
blocks are distributed over the site with 
engaging informality. The placing of the 
buildings has obviously been carefully 
studied, and I am impressed by the 
subtlety with which the scheme has been 
created. Broad footpaths descend 
between the buildings and between the 
walled or hedged garden squares. 
Externally, the buildings are delicately 
handled and modelled with great sensi- 
tivity. The integration of the landscape 
and buildings has been achieved on an 
urban scale, and the whole complex 
should produce a most satisfying living 
environment. 

The organisation of the site has been 
made possible by the skilful planning of 
the ‘actual blocks. The 3-storey blocks 
have a central staircase serving three 
maisonettes on the upper floors, with 
flats on the ground floor. The 4-storey 
blocks have a similar staircase serving 
four super-imposed maisonettes, with a 
flat to fill up over the entrance and 
stores; the 5-storey blocks are similar 
but with lower ground floor of flats on 
one half of the block. The 10-storey 
blocks have four flats per floor served by 
twin stairs and lift, and stores are situated 
in lower ground floor. The avoidance of 
out-buildings, by placing all stores within 
the buildings, was an important decision, 
as can be seen from the uncluttered lay- 
out. Another significant point is the 
placing of all living rooms on the 
corners of the blocks so that their 
windows are adjustable to the aspect, and 
to avoid overlooking nearby blocks. 

There are some criticisms to be made. 
The siting of Block II on the boundary 
may not be acceptable but there is ample 
room to move it. I am not convinced 
about the competitor’s plea for a super- 
visor’s flat connected with the entrance 
to the garages; indeed I suggest that the 


idea of a single access off the ‘ square’ 
be re-examined with a view to providing 
two accesses, one at each end of the 
garage enclosure. One minor point is 
that the car-parking strips should be 
stopped before the ends of the cul-de-sac 
roads to ensure adequate turning spaces. 
For no reason that I can see, in the F.3 
type flats, the partition between the bed- 
rooms has been placed to give equal-sized 
bedrooms of 125 sq. ft.; the adjustment 
can easily be made to conform to the 
Ministry standards. A similar adjust- 
ment can be made in the position of the 
partition between kitchen and _ living 
room, in the same flat. All these points 
are but slight blemishes on this over- 
whelmingly satisfactory scheme; they can 
be removed in the normal course of 
detailed study and development. 


The scheme provides the following 
accommodation (disregarding Block 
XXIX, the suggested supervisor’s flat).

The competitor’s estimate of cost is 
£569,809. 

For the purposes of the Competition, 
I have disregarded the provisions made 
by the competitor for Supervisor’s Flat, 
Moped Stores, extra garage facilities and 
sculpture and play equipment. 


Second Premium. Design No. 26 
[Andrew Radwan, J]. Warren 
Ronald Herron.} 

By a subtle and original assembly of 
nicely planned flats, a fascinating com- 
plex has been created which I think is 
a real architectural achievement. This 
‘side by side’ assembly of maisonettes 
and flats along central walkways is most 
skilfully handled. The placing of the 
garages between the blocks is a bold 
idea, but this arrangement would have 
disadvantages from the noise point of

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view. Some of the banked sides to the 
garages come too close to ground-floor 
flats. The access ways might become 
squalid and would have been more 
acceptable if they had a greater width 
and better finishes. Altogether this is 
a stimulating scheme of great originality. 


Third Premium. Design No. 29 
[Michael J. Smith, Jeremy A. T. Goer | 

This is of somewhat orthodox modern 
design using a most skilful layout of 3 
tower blocks combined with 4-storey 
maisonette blocks and 2-storey terrace 
houses. The relationships of the various 
buildings and the confident separation of 
vehicular from pedestrian accesses are 
all part of a clear idea of ‘ landscape’ 
but there is a shortage of car-parking. The 
type plans are sound and fulfil the 
requirements. 


Commended. Design No. 15 
[Edward H. Hartry, Roman Halter.) 
This scheme is produced from a good 
idea of blocks with a jagged ‘spiral’ of 
flats around a central staircase. Most of 
the flats have a good shape but as the 
living rooms are embedded in the core 
of the block, some rooms would be 
gloomy. The detailed layout sheet shows 
the competitors’ nice handling of the 
landscape but the overall effect on the 
site would fail because of the difficulty 
of identifying one’s position; the blocks 
are too evenly distributed and the spaces 
too similar. 


Commended. Design No. 18 
[David Dry, Katharina Halasz.} 

This is an attractive and sensitively 
presented scheme consisting of a terrace 
of 4- and 5-storey maisonettes along the 
west boundary at the top of the site, con- 
trasting with an interesting complex of 
‘patio’ houses going down the hill to 
Queensway; this is set off most effectively 
by a 10-storey block on the north 
boundary. Most of the site is restricted 
to pedestrian access. The Park (on the 
west) is still separated by a road, apart 
from a tunnel under the road. Although 
the layout and landscape are thoughtfully 
considered and the buildings externally 
well designed, there are short-comings in 
the assembly of the flats within the 
blocks, such as bedrooms being passed 
by balcony access ways. The patio houses 
are attractive units, but where the plans 
are ‘mirrored,’ the living-room windows 
look on to very small enclosed areas. 
Commended. Design No. 21 
[J. Bruges, F. R. Baden Powell.) 

This idea of three cluster-groups is a 
bold concept, but there is no clear idea 
of the competitors’ intention for land- 
scape design. Some of the flat plans are 
admirable but some of the 3-bedroom 
flats fail because one bedroom is only 
accessible across the living room. Some 
of the bedrooms to ground-floor flats 
would be noisy and overlooked by the 
access paths approaching the entrances 
to the blocks. Indeed, noise might be 
the main disadvantage to this scheme, 
because the internal ‘area’ in each 
cluster is entirely lined by hard materials. 
The whole idea is an interesting one. 
Other Designs 

Too many competitors have failed to 
think about the users of the dwellings 
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and have produced errors of planning 
such as: kitchens and _ living/dining 
rooms separated by long’ corridors 
between extreme ends of flats; bedrooms 
to flats facing on to access balconies; 
bedrooms having access to bathroom only 
across living room (this may be just 
tolerable in l-bed dwellings). Some com- 
petitors have been dazzled by the pos- 
sibilities of * mezzanine planning’ for this 
sloping site and produced over-ingenious 
split-level sections regardless of costs. On 
the layouts, the principal failures were: 
lack of unity of concept; inadequate solu- 
tions for service access to buildings, and 
car-parking and pedestrian access; no 
indication of intentions for land-scaping; 
garages and stores inconveniently sited 
or untidy. Some competitors were only 
able to solve the access problem by exces- 
sive roadworks which fragmented the site 
and surrounded the buildings with tarmac 
and concrete. Some competitors’ reports 
were reticent about their basic ideas, and 
even information about external materials 
and colour was not given, although 
elaborate details may be mentioned on 
routine matters. In a competition where 
dwelling and room sizes are obviously 
important, the assessment was not made 
easier by the failure of some competitors 
to indicate these areas. 

I would like to comment on some par- 
ticular designs which I considered to be 
of interest. 


Design No. 1 
[Grahame Herbert.] 

This train-crash type of layout has its 
interest, but no parking, and children’s 
play area on traffic island! Complicated 
split-level sections with wasteful voids 
in centre. 


Design No. 2 
[G. D. Baker, D. C. W. Vane.] 

Although the layout is effectively put 
together, there is inconsistency between 
various types of buildings—houses out of 
sympathy with flats. The flat-planning 
attempts to escape from routine solutions 
but combined living-kitchen-dining room 
has disadvantages; flats in point block 
squeezed badly to fulfil ‘ elevational’ 
idea. 


Design No. 12 
[Cynthia Wood.] 

This competitor must be complimented 
on producing some original and most 
satisfactory type plans with dual circula- 
tion through kitchens and living roms. 
Not sustained in the architecture and 
layout. 

Design No. 22 
[Charlotte Baden Powell, Francis Baden 
Powell.] 

Compact flat plans producing simple 
blocks but in effect, access galleries 
alongside so many bedrooms. Another 
train-type layout (crash just avoided?), 
seems flippantly conceived. 

Design No. 24 
[Leonard J. Multon & Ptrs.} 

Good shaped layout but doubts 
whether central junction solved by upper 
platform—also toddlers’ playground on 
upper terrace and old people near the 
cemetery; living rooms looking into 
12 ft. x 12 ft. courts—these ideas do 
seem perverse. 


Design No. 25 
[Dennis Charles 
Hammond.} 

Strong idea in layout with elevated 
road through site. The block clusters 
are effective but difficult to serve. High 
costs of layout not justified on site 
surrounded by roads. 


Design No. 28 
[Peter Phippen, 
Witton.] 

A most complicated arrangement based 
on a simple idea. Unit planning sound, 
but it seems that complications took 
charge. Enormous hard areas between 
the fragmented buildings — complicated 
structure and wasteful, would be very 
costly. 


Design No. 30 
[Raymond D. Story, Alfred A. Cutts, 
Charles A. Valentine.] 

Has many interesting features but 
mezzanine system is complicated and not 
adequately explained — perhaps through 
lack of development. Too violent a con- 
trast between the two types of building 
forms used. 


Design No. 31 

[H. Werner Rosenthal, R. G. Franklin.) 
There is positive idea in the layout 

but the curved blocks seem an unneces- 

sary complication and the drawings do 

not show whether the dwelling plans 

would work on the curve. 


Design No. 32 
[K. Cattell, D. W. Billingsley.] 

The individual buildings are delicately 
designed and carefully planned and all 
the drawings are beautifully drawn. I 
think that the layout is unsatisfactory 
due to the lack of resolution in the rela- 
tionships of the blocks. The landscaping 
looks good and the design of the garage 
blocks makes good use of the slope, but 
there appear to be no car-parking. 
Design No. 36 
[George Subiotto.] 

Bold and cleverly modelled blocks but

a lot of room sizes and shapes not satis- 
factory. Original architecture but layout 
not really resolved. 


Design No. 41 
[Michael James Jepson, 
Maurice J]. Walton.] 

This is a most competent scheme, 
disciplined to contour planning and the 
site levels have been exploited well with 
upper parts of 4- and 5-storey buildings 
reached by ramped walkways. The design 
suffers from an evenness of fenestration 
which on the long facades might be 
intimidating, and the long rows of 
garages under the buildings are very 
exposed. 

Design No. 42 
[Christian Hamp.]} 

Thoughtful and well - documented 
scheme ‘scenically’ considered but 
garages terribly exposed to gardens. Flat 
planning is ingenious but expensive. 
Design No. 43 
[James B. Kennedy, Donald Bain, Joseph 
B. Fitzgerald, Robert R. Black.] 

The atmosphere is admirable with 
interesting architecture. Planning 
ingenious but access slots in square 
blocks are one of the unsatisfactory 
aspects. Cost estimates very low.

I hope that these brief comments on 
the various schemes will not be mis- 
understood. I liked many aspects of the 
schemes but I have not listed all their 
good points; neither have I attempted to 
set out all of what I consider to be their 
shortcomings. Such brief summaries 
cannot do justice to the many hours of 
work. 


I could also comment on the other 
designs but this report is already over- 
long. I can say that there were only a 
few designs that did not immediately 
interest me and even these have been 
studied, checked and analysed, so that 1 
should avoid overlooking any good 
things.

THIS EXTENSION to the School of 
Architecture, Cambridge University, 
consisting of special purpose rooms, 
was carried out as a live architec- 
tural programme by the students and 
staff. The principal accommodation 
consists of a lecture room, design 
criticism room, student common 
room, and staff rooms. 

The erection of this building there- 
fore provided a necessary increase 
in the existing accommodation, and 
permitted the students to participate 
in a practical exercise related to their 
curriculum in two ways. First, there 
was the direct participation of third 
year students during the summer of 
1957 when the possibilities were first 
explored as a design project and site 
survey by the whole class. On the 
basis of these projects certain modi- 
fications were made to the pro- 
gramme of requirements, e.g. 
criticism room introduced in lieu of

materials store. Two members of the 
staff were appointed as executive archi- 
tects with a small turnover of students, 
varying from 3 to 5, acting as assistants 
during the summer vacation. Second, 
technical aspects of the design and office 
procedure have been used as exemplars 
for lectures and it is hoped that the 
documentation of these (daylighting 
studies, heating and ventilation, dimen- 
sional co-ordination, preparation of bill 
of quantities, writing of specification, 
contract procedure) will serve a similar 
purpose for subsequent groups of 
students. 

Within the sum of money allocated the 
permissible cost per sq. ft. was approxi- 
mately 80s. It was therefore decided to 
make the building into a study of ‘ tradi- 
tional’ building materials. It is hoped 
that the next project will take the form 
of an ‘artificial sky’ dome and will be 
carried out as a study in the assembly of 
pre-formed aluminium and plastic units. 

Visiting lecturers to the school acted 
as consultants, Mr. Frank Newby of Felix 
Samuely & Ptrs., as structural engineer, 
and Mr. Peter Mill of Davis, Belfield & 
Everest, as quantity surveyor. The con- 
tract cost was £12,000.

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THE seven assessors in the architectural competition limited by invitation 
to 15 architects, or firms of architects, for new headquarters in Geneva 
for the World Health Organisation have now made their award. They 
place first the design by Jean Tschumi, of Lausanne; second, that by 
Eero Saarinen (USA); and third, J. Dubuisson (France). The design 
by Viljo Revell and Company (Finland) receives hon. mention. The 
assessors’ report is not yet available, but it is known that the total 
estimated cost, including furnishing and fees, is reckoned not to exceed 
40m. Swiss francs (about £3,330,000). The winning design is now illus- 
trated, also those placed second and third (which attract prizes of 
approximately £2,000 and £1,250 respectively). The commended design 
is by Mr. Viljo Revell and his associates, who won the competition for 
Sydney Opera House. The 11 other competing firms were: Yorke, 
Rosenberg & Mardall (London); Bernasconi, Fiocci & Nizzoli (Milan); 
Van den Broek & Bakema (Rotterdam); G. Gradov (Moscow); Haefeli, 
Moser & Steiger (Zurich); Hentrich & Petschnigg (Dusseldorf); Arne 
Jacobsen (Klampenborg, Denmark); Raymond Lopez (Paris); A. E. Reidy 
(Rio de Janeiro); Hugh Stubbins (USA); and Kenzo Tange (Tokyo). 


The assessors were Mr. Sven Markelius (Stockholm); Mr. Gio Ponti 
(Italy); Sir Howard Robertson (England); Mr. Pierre Vago (Secretary- 
General of the International Union of Architects); the Chairman of the 
Executive Board of the World Health Organisation; the Head of the 
Public Works Department of the Canton of Geneva; and the Director- 
General of the World Health Organisation (Dr. Candau).

Assessors’ Reports 

OPINION IS DIVIDED, though not equally, 
on the question whether assessors of 
architectural competitions should give 
reasons for their decisions. In recent 
years, a few juries have taken the line of 
safety and have published nothing other 
than the placings; others have given their 
reasons which led them to their conclu- 
sions, and this without doubt is of 
interest and of value.

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Paintings by Architects 


Exhibits at the 


IT IS OFTEN SAID that there is something 
for everyone among the hundreds of pic- 
tures at the Royal Academy’s Summer 
Exhibition. This year there seems to be 
an especially varied collection, and I can 
promise at least that those with a keen 
eye for an architect’s name outside the 
strict confines of the Architectural Room 
will find among the watercolours a great 
deal to interest them. 

Sir Albert Richardson has done a 
masterly impression of the interior of 
Albi Cathedral, full of light and air. There 
is no attempt to describe what an archi- 
tect learns to see—but, far more skilful, 
a recapturing of the first fresh vision of a 
beautiful thing. His ‘Grand Staircase of 
the Opera, Paris’ seethes with life and 
in the deceptively careless flicks of the 
brush I saw some of the vigour of a Van 
Gogh painting. Professor Richardson’s 
two other watercolours, ‘Hall of the 
Counts, Poitiers’ and ‘Foyer of the 
Opera,’ unmistakably his, are hung on 
the same wall. 


Sun-drenched Positano 


A sun-drenched view of Positano by 
the late W. Curtis Green caught my eye, 
and a strangely exotic ‘ Paestum’ seen as 
though in a dream, through a golden- 
green haze. I liked his peaceful ‘ Sussex.’ 
How completely the mood changes 
between the Italian and the English land- 
scapes! A Suffolk countryside by John 
Grey should not be missed. It is in 
Gallery VI, among several pieces of 
sophisticated nonsense, and has a rare 
nostalgic charm. In the foreground light 
plays delicately through a gate and a 
brown lane runs gently up and into the 
picture. Over the hill, chimney tops are 
the only concession to an architectural 
interest! Too little contrast between 
light and shade is perhaps inclined to 
flatten the picture and there is a certain 
drabness of colour which I have noticed 
in several of these watercolours. A com- 
parison with S. R. Badmin’s sparkling 
little work ‘ Flooded Meadows’ illustrates 
my point to some extent. 

It was a great pleasure to find that 
Robert Buhler’s portrait in oils of Mr. 
R. C. Foster is one of few fine portraits 
in the exhibition. The liveliness of the 
face is accentuated by two plain flat sur- 
faces of ochre background and dark 
jacket. There is no slick technique, but 
some very sensitive modelling, no stylised 
trick, but absolute honesty and an under- 
standing of the subject. I do not know 
how good the likeness is, but the 
handling is firm and the artist’s person- 
ality definite but unobtrusive on the 
canvas. The popularity, in his own time, 
of Holbein's intensely subjective portraits 
has always puzzled me. 

One last look at watercolour—in the 
Architectural Room is a drawing by Sir 
Giles Gilbert Scott for the interior of his 
Church of St. Michael, Ashford, which, 
by careful use of colour is a very pleasing 
composition in its own right. 


Royal Academy 


In this small exhibition within an 
exhibition, the critic, the ‘ gimmick’ and 
the public are forgotten. Each of these 
watercolours is the result of delight—in 
a building, a tree, a familiar landscape, a 
summer day. And because it is true and 
unselfconscious, so that delight is easy 
for us to share.

Building Societies and Design 


‘Not a Major Problem' 


THE MAY ISSUE of ‘Building Society 
Affairs,’ published by the Building 
Societies Association, contains two 
articles of special interest. The first deals 
with the subject of higher interest rates 
which the Association discussed at its 
annual meeting on May 16-17 when (to 
quote the article) ‘the possibility of an 
increase in building society rates will 
certainly have to be faced.’ 

The second article discusses ‘ The 
Attitude of Building Societies to Modern 
Architecture.’ 

‘This subject,’ it says, ‘has generated 
a good deal of controversy so perhaps 
it would be wise to state at once that, 
from the building society point of view, 
it is not a major problem. This does not 
mean that building societies do not take 
the criticism of architects seriously but 
the average price of a new house in 
Britain is now £2,400, which is within the 
range of a man earning between £15 and 
£16 a week, and it is mainly with these 
buyers that building societies are con- 
cerned. Houses at this figure are rarely 
designed to the individual taste of the 
customer. 

‘ Clearly, building societies always have 
to keep in mind the re-sale value of 
houses which form the security for their 
loans but they are conscious that tastes 
change and that it is their duty to keep 
abreast of modern trends. Indeed, many 
mortgages are granted on houses of the 
latest design, but unfortunately only the 
unusual cases receive publicity, i.e., when 
a borrower cannot readily obtain the full 
loan which he is seeking or where the 
design is frankly controversial or of 
limited appeal. 


‘For some years now building societies 
have had insufficient funds to meet in 
full the exceptionally heavy demand for 
mortgages, so that many prospective 
borrowers, whether they were interested 
in traditional or in new designs, have had 
to be disappointed. Some societies may 
have felt it a greater contribution to the 


housing problem to have housed two 
families in cheaper houses than one 
family in a more expensive one. There 
would seem to be a strong case for archi- 
tects to pay greater attention to the 
cheaper house, even though this may 
mean that they have to be designed in 
groups. 


Difficulty of Defining ‘Good’ Design 


‘It is impossible to define what con- 
stitutes “good” modern design. The 
architect is creative and must be given a 
free hand but the building society 
becomes the point at which creative talent 
has to reckon with the hard financial 
facts of life. Will the product sell readily? 
Will its value for mortgage purposes 
approximate to its cost? Building 
societies are in direct touch with 
borrowers and it is their business to 
understand the public taste in housing, 
always remembering that the pocket 
controls the extent to which that taste 
can be satisfied. £5,000 is not an exces- 
sive price for an individually designed 
house, but even so, if a maximum mort- 
gage is required, the borrower would 
_ to be in (or approaching) the surtax 
class. 


* Building societies are not so conserva- 
tive as some critics would have us believe. 
They are anxious to play their part in 
the building of a better Britain but they 
are responsible for the safety of their 
investors’ money and they cannot be 
expected to take the risk of financing 
highly individualistic or experimental 
designs. 


* What can be done to bring architects 
and building societies closer together? 
One practical suggestion is that the archi- 
tect should approach a building society 
at a very early stage in any new project. 
In this way each party will understand 
the problems of the other and no doubt 
both will gain from the interchange of 
opinion.’ 
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‘Planning and Controlling City Growth’ 
Summary of Sr. Lobato’s Paper to RIBA 


THE Royal Institute of British Architects 
has issued the following summary of the 
paper on ‘ Planning and Controlling City 
Growth,’ given by SR. LUIS DE GUIMARAES 
LOBATO, the Portuguese town planner, on 
Tuesday evening (May 17). 

This paper is a description of the re- 
search work done in Lisbon to achieve a 
simple and systematic approach to the 
problem of planning and controlling the 
city growth in a less empirical way. It 
begins with a general explanation of the 
geographical condition of Portugal and 
the trend of its development. 

A brief account is given of the evolu- 
tion of the population and of its regional 
concentration tendencies as well as the 
distribution, throughout the country, of 
its active population. This account is 
completed by a discussion of the develop- 
ment plans and works achieved since 1935 
and of their aims in respecting better 
living conditions in the country and the 
improvement of the basic economic struc- 
ture. 

Reference is made to the two indus- 
trialised regions, one in the north and 
the other in the south, which concentrate 
nearly half of the country’s population 
and the great majority of the active in- 
dustrial population. A comment is made 
about the inconvenience of unbalanced 
regional development in relation to the 
remainder of the country, and the point 
is made that no planning of a city can 
be done without relating it to its own 
regional influence, and the latter to the 
country as a whole. 

The basic conditions of planning for a 
large city and its region are discussed. 
The importance of general population 
emigrations, their cause and the ways of 
controlling them are discussed. 

The process of urban concentration 
must be tackled at its roots in order to 
achieve success at later stages in checking 
the emigration tendency of the popula- 
tions from the rural or the economically 
less vigorous regions. The relative in- 
creases of population in the city, in the 
region and in the country are discussed. 


Studies of Population Increase 


Reference is made also to the sys- 
tematic studies of population increase 
and evolution in the city and to the way 
of planning its better urban distribution 
in order that the inhabitants may be pro- 
vided with better housing and working 
conditions, as well as other urban facili- 
ties, accomplishing a sound and balanced 
population structure. 

An explanation is given of the research 
work and the final conception of the limits 
to city growth, through the planning and 
controlling of population distribution in 
the city in accordance with the provision 
made for its total figure. It is illustrated 
by an example of the research done on 
the most probable daily movements of 
the industrial population and the attempts 
made to deal with them. 

There is discussion of the significance 
of the change of urban distance from 


length to time, such as is nowadays con- 
sidered necessary to relate living condi- 
tions to working places. The parts played 
by good urban communications and sound 
public transport co-ordination are re- 
marked upon as the instruments to 
achieve objective results in the planning 
and controlling of city growth. 

An objective planning of city growth 
cannot be achieved if the executive is not 
provided with simple means of control- 
ling its application, to check its efficiency 
and to allow for adaptations to new cir- 
cumstances that arise, while being faith- 
ful to the fundamentals of the plan itself. 

For these purposes researches were 
made to provide a systematisation which 
fixed the zoning characteristics of a plan 
for clear, simple and practical interpreta- 
tion by planners, executive officers and all 
those concerned with building. 

A graphic relation was established 
among the three principal zoning charac- 
teristics: D—density of population, which 
gives the measure of demographic concen- 
tration; i—index of ground occupation, 
giving the scale of the volumes of build- 
ing that are acceptable; Ac—covered area 
per inhabitant, furnishing the social-eco- 
nomic aspect by settling the average type 
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of dwelling recommended for each zone. 

A fourth parameter, characteristic of 
urban planning, is the free space per in- 
habitant related to covered area per 
inhabitant to provide the measurement 
scale of the influence of the height of 
buildings in urban concentration. As 
these characteristic curves are based on 
average figures, research was done to pro- 
vide simple means to relate them to the 
variation of the family composition 
through graphical curves of easy interpre- 
tation. 

A simple system was likewise estab- 
lished to ascertain the number of people 
to be taken into account for a given dwel- 
ling, in order to settle the corresponding 
covered area per inhabitant. 

The lecture ends with examples of 
housing and general zoning to illustrate 
objective applications of planning charac- 
teristics. Emphasis is placed upon the 
necessity of objective planning and con- 
trolling of city growth to improve the 
living standard of the urban population. 
Only sound team-work, with objective and 
persuasive results, will render people con- 
fident of the need for planning, for which 
architects and engineers in particular 
should be worthy of the modern know- 
ledge at their disposal for the planning 
and controlling of city growth, so that 
it may not happen that in our times we 
should be planning and building the 
‘slums’ of tomorrow. 


Council Asked to Consult Architects 
Fears for Future of Weybridge 


WEYBRIDGE (SURREY) RESIDENTS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION has asked Walton and Weybridge 
Urban Council to reverse their decision 
not to seek advice from advisory architec- 
tural panels. 

Last year the Association approached 
the council on the question of making use 
of the free services of an advisory panel 
of architects, such as those existing at 
Guildford, Farnham and Leatherhead. But 
the council declined, considering that it 
was unnecessary and impracticable, and 
that such expert opinion might not coin- 
cide with or be acceptable to the plans 
committee. As recently as February the 
council declined to adopt a suggestion 
that landscape architects should be co- 
opted to serve on the plans committee. 

At a recent meeting of the Residents’ 
Association, the chairman, COMMANDER 
W. J. CHURCH, RN, said that Weybridge 
High-street would inevitably be due for 
rebuilding and many of its characteristics 
would disappear. The Association were 
concerned with what would replace it, and 
there was nobody on the council qualified 
in architectural matters to deal with major 
rebuilding schemes of that nature. 

MR. CLIFFORD CULPIN, FRIBA, represent- 
ing the Civic Trust, emphasised that the 
whole idea of such advisory panels was 
to prevent vandalism destroying the main 
street. The Royal Institute was 
endeavouring to get every town planning 
officer trained in architectural knowledge, 
but surveyors and other officials were 
bitterly opposed to the idea. They were 
also urging speculative builders to employ 
an architect when laying out an estate. 


Advisory panels, MR. G. I. HIGHET (chair- 
man of the Leatherhead Chapter of the 
South Eastern Society of Architects), 
stressed, were designed to reinforce and 
not undermine the authority of the coun- 
cil’s surveyor and the plans committee. 

MR. G. KINGSFORD suggested that mem- 
bers of the Association should approach 
individual councillors to get the panel 
idea created, but MR. J. R. CRICKMAY, a 
former member of the council, thought 
that infiltration was a better method. If 
there were no architects on the council, 
then one should stand for election. 

MR. T. HEPPELL felt it was deplorable 
that the council would not accept mature 
advice on architectural matters. 

A resolution viewing with grave con- 
cern the council’s refusal to consider the 
free advice of architects and asking them 
to reverse their decision was carried, only 
three voting against. 


Book Review 


SCULPTURE IN CIMENT FONDU. By John W. 
Mills. (London: Contractors’ Record, 
Ltd.) Price 16s.

‘Several Hundred Architects Wanted ' 


AS THE NEW hospital building programme 
gathers momentum the demand for 
more architects in this highly specialised 
field is rising sharply and the fifteen 
Regional Hospital Boards in England and 
Wales are taking steps to augment their 
design staffs. 

According to a statement issued by the 
Ministry of Health, a stimulus to the 
recruitment of suitable qualified archi- 
tects should be given by the new scale of 
salaries for Regional Hospital Board staffs 
which come into effect on July 1. At all 
levels, salaries have been stepped up, at 
the top by more than £1,000. The highest 
salary ranges are now from £2,500 to 
£3,400 a year for Regional Architects and 
Engineers, and from £1,765 to £2,365 for 
their respective deputies. Principal Assis- 
tant Architects, Engineers and Surveyors 
will receive from £1,665 to £2,135 accord- 
ing to scale, Senior Assistant Architects 
and Surveyors £1,300 to £1,600 and 
Assistant Architects and Surveyors £905 
to £1,310. A new engineering general 
grade will range from £910 to £1,600 a 
year. Draughtsmen and other members 
of the hospital architectural, engineering 
and surveying staffs will also receive 
increases. 

By comparison with the existing salary 
scales the increases at the top level are 
£1,045 for Regional Architects and 
Engineers, £695 for Deputy Regional 
Architects and Engineers, £625 for Prin- 
cipal Assistant Architects, Engineers and 
Surveyors, £355 for Senior Assistant 
Architects and Surveyors and £255 for 
Assistant Architects and Surveyors. 


Special Posts 


The Minister of Health, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, has also informed Boards 
that he is prepared to sanction, in cer- 
tain circumstances, special posts of Assis- 
tant Regional Architect within a salary 
range of £1,775 to £2,175. Those 
appointed to such posts would be respon- 
sible for the work of one or more of a 
Board’s design teams engaged on major 
schemes to 2 total value of about £1m. 
or more, or work of commensurate 
importance. Already most of the 
Regional Hospital Boards have taken 
advantage of this suggestion by Mr. 
Walker-Smith and have advertised for 
Assistant Regional Architects. 

The Ministry of Health has also 
strengthened its own Architectural Divi- 
sion during the past year by the appoint- 
ment of a Chief Architect (Mr. W. E. 
Tatton Brown) and 12 new members of 
the architectural and surveying staff. 


Courses in Design 


It is emphasised by the Ministry and 
hospital authorities that hospital design 
experience it mot essential in applicants 
for appointment to the new ‘ARA’ posts, 
provided that they possess good design- 
ing ability and practical experience. These 
posts, therefore, should appeal to younger 
architects anxious to broaden their 
experience in the new, important, par-

ticularly interesting and rapidly develop- 
ing field of hospital building. 

To familiarise architects with the basic 
principles of the subject special courses 
in hospital design and planning have been 
arranged. One has been organised by 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
at their London headquarters from July 
11-15 and is specially intended for those 
without previous. hospital experience 
(application forms were issued in the May 
issue of the ‘RIBA Journal.’ Ed.) The 
object of the course is to give architects 
background information about the 
National Health Service, user require- 
ments, trends in medical and architec- 
tural planning and the latest research. 
This course will be supported by a hospi- 
tal design exhibition specially arranged 
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by the Ministry of Health which will 
open at the RIBA on July 7. 

The second course restricted to the 
staff of the Regional Hospital Boards, is a 
residential course arranged by the 
Nuffield Foundation at Worcester Col- 
lege, Oxford, from August 24 to Septem- 
ber 15. This is specially planned for 
senior architects recently appointed par- 
ticularly the Assistant Regional Archi- 
tects and the Principal Assistant Archi- 
tects. Tutored by a team led by Mr. R. 
Llewelyn Davies, it will cover the subject 
in much more detail, dealing on the one 
hand with design and planning of indi- 
vidual hospital departments and on the 
other with many special aspects such as 
the prevention of cross infection, heating 
and ventilation, lighting, appointment 
systems, building economics, and 
environmental studies. 


Estimate of Needs 


In order to achieve the expansion of 
the hospital building programme it is 
estimated that several hundred architects 
will shortly be working on hospital design 
for the first time, either in private prac- 
tice or in the Regional Hospital Boards. 

Immediately following the war, 
shortages of materials and the continuing 
need to limit capital investment, com- 
pelled hospital authorities to devote most 
of their resources to work which would 
enable existing accommodation to func- 
tion. No new hospitals were started and 
there were few large new buildings. 

It was not until 1955 that the present 
programme began to take shape. In 
1955/56 capital investment in NHS 
hospitals exceeded £10 million for the 
first time. Every year since this figure 
has increased. About £20m. was spent 
in 1958/59, and it is expected that this 
will rise to £22m. in 1959/60, £254m. in 
1960/61 and £3lm. in 1961/62. Nearly 
180 major hospital building projects each 
costing £250,000 or more have been 
announced since 1955, and these projects 
include thirty new hospitals. 


Hospital Building in Northern lreland 


Details of Current £32m. Programme 


From a Correspondent 


THE Northern Ireland Hospitals Authority 
has a current building programme total- 
ling £324m., including work in hand or 
being planned. Of this sum, £74m. has 
already been spent. The remaining 
£254m. will cover various projects over 
the next decade. 

In July the Belfast Hospital Manage- 
ment Committee will start the 3-year task 
of building a theatre and radiology block 
that is part of a £3m. modernisation 
scheme for the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Northern Ireland’s largest hospital. It 
will cost about £500,000 and have 4 
operating theatres, 18 X-ray rooms, 20 
recovery beds, to be completed in stage 1 
of the scheme, with 4 more theatres and 
space for radiology in stage 2. 

An eye, ear, nose and throat hospital 
will be built to contain 147 beds and 
4 operating theatres, to replace the Benn 


Hospital and the Ophthalmic Hospital 
which have been in service for many 
years. A 5-storey outpatients’ depart- 
ment will be built adjacent to the new 
hospital. 

A 5-storey dental hospital is being built 
to facilitate the Hospitals Authority and 
Queen’s University, and it will be the 
headquarters of the University’s Depart- 
ment of Dentistry. 

At the Royal Maternity Hospital, a new 
50-bed ward block is at the final plan- 
ning stage and work has already started 
on a 50-bed extension at the Royal Bel- 
fast Hospital for Sick Children, which 
will be used mainly to relieve overcrowd- 
ing in the present wards, and should be 
ready for occupation by late autumn. 

A 77-bed extension has just been com- 
pleted and occupied at Bostock House, 
and other plans under consideration 
include a new kitchen and dining-room 
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to serve 1,000 nurses and supply food to 
adjacent ward units. In addition, a 192- 
bed extension to the west side of Bostock 
House, with a first-floor link to the Royal 
Belfast Hospital for Sick Children, has 
also reached the planning stage. 

The Hospital Authority recently 
acquired on behalf of the Management 
Committee the factory formerly owned 
by the Broadway Damask Co., Ltd., at 
Broadway, which will provide an extra 


160,000 sq. ft. of floor area. 

Extensions and improvements will be 
made at hospitals in Armagh, Bangor, 
Ballymena, Lisburn, Carrickfergus, 
Newry, Antrim, Magherafelt, Larne, 
Purdysburn and Omagh. Hospitals will 
be erected in Coleraine, Portadown, and 
Dungannon, while Muckamore Abbey 
Special Care Hospital will be extended 
to 1,000 beds and several day centres for 
backward children will be established. 


Minister Reverses His Earlier Decision 


Housing Scheme at Ham Allowed 


IN ALLOWING the appeal of Wates Ltd. 
against the refusal of Surrey County 
Council to sanction the development of 
34 acres of land which were formerly 
gravel pits at Ham, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government has com- 
pletely reversed his decision made when 
approving the Surrey Development Plan 
in 1958. 

The land was then excluded from resi- 
dential allocation as it was intended to 
preserve the amenities of the river and 
to allow more land for playing fields. 
These were the reasons put forward by 
the county authority for rejecting the pro- 
posal, although at the public inquiry held 
at Richmond in December Mr. Clifford 
Heyworth, Town Clerk of Richmond, 
said his council was in favour of build- 
ing on the land and was satisfied that 
Ham’s amenities would be safeguarded. 

Appearing for Wates Ltd., Sir Sydney 
Littlewood said that the appeal site, which 
was part of 60 acres of reclaimed gravel 
pits, was not in the Green Belt, and pre- 
sented an opportunity to build a large 
number of homes in an attractive and 
organised community near Kingston, 
which provided a great deal of employ- 


ment. Mr. Norman Wates, chairman of 
the firm, told Mr. C. D. Buchanan, the 
Ministry of Housing inspector conduct- 
ing the inquiry, that it was intended to 
give the estate variety in order that it 
would blend with the district, and because 
it was a large site houses could be built 
at a reasonable cost, from £3,000 to 
£4,000 each. Each house, flat or maison- 
ette would have its own garage and as 
much green space as possible would be 
left. 

Mr. E. A. Powdrill. an assistant county 
planning officer, said that the County 
Council had already refused Richmond 
Council permission to build on the site 
as the extra population would overload 
local services. He said that if permis- 
sion were granted for the present develop- 
ment, there would be no grounds for 
refusing building consent for the remain- 
ing 26 acres of reclaimed land. He told 
the inspector ‘We hold in our hands the 
key to all that the river has meant to 
people in this area.’ 

Contrary to practice, Mr. Buchanan 
did not make a recommendation to the 
Minister, refraining from doing so to leave 
the Minister ‘free to consider the appeal 


Historic Buildings 
Ten New Grants Announced by MoW 


THE MINISTRY OF WORKS has announced the 
award of ten grants towards the repair 
and preservation of historic buildings in 
the British Isles. They have been made 
by the Minister on the recommendation 
of the Historic Buildings Councils for 
England, Scotland and Wales, appointed 
under an Act of Parliament of 1953. 
The English list includes Badminton 
House, the fine Gloucestershire mansion, 
famous for three centuries as the home of 
the Dukes of Beaufort, and two National 
Trust properties—Melford Hall, Suffolk, 
a pre-Elizabethan house redesigned in 
1950 by Sir Albert Richardson ; and West 
Wycombe Park. Bucks. seat for 300 years 
of the Dashwood family and once the 
headquarters of the notorious ‘ Hell Fire 
Club.’ At the other end of the scale is 
an ancient Kentish school converted into 
a Freemasons’ Hall at the end of the last 
century: and an old chapel once owned by 
Lord Mayors of London and now part of 
Kingston-upon-Thames Grammar School 


A second grant to a school of the Society 
of Friends in Yorkshire; grants to Combe 
Sydenham Hall; and to one of Shrop- 
shire’s most attractive properties com- 
plete the list. 

A massive Tudor farmhouse in Wales. 
once visited by Charles I, is recipient of 
the only grant for Wales ; and in Scotland 
there is a 17th-century property in Edin- 
burgh which is to be used as a Masonic 
Lodge.

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in the wider context of greater London ° 
planning and in the light of his decision 
when he approved the Surrey plan.’ 

He reported that he was not by any 
means convinced that houses would do 
irreparable harm to Ham House, or the 
riverside, but he had found it more diffi- 
cult to judge the county council’s claim 
that the land should be used for playing 
fields, since it was not easy to assess the 
need for these in this area. While accept- 
ing the great demand for houses. he 
questioned whether it was in the best 
public interest to build more and more 
houses in the suburban ring when the 
occupants largely depended on work in 
central London. 

In announcing his decision the Minister 
says that although he excluded the site 
from residential allocation in 1958 because 
of the possible effects on Ham House and 
the riverside, he no longer regarded them 
as grounds for rejecting Wates’s pro- 
posals. It was necessary to weigh the 
need to reserve the site for playing fields 
against its suitability for housing. He 
stood firmly by Green Belt policy, which 
made it all the more necessary to allow 
housing where it could be done ‘ without 
sacrificing other important objects of 
planning.’ 

He was prepared to examine his own 
earlier conclusions in the light of these 
considerations, and after considering the 
information from the inquiry decided 
that the land in question was a place 
where houses could be allowed. 

The Minister added that he noted 
Wates proposed a density of 40 persons 
to the acre, but he would not object to 
an even higher figure provided the lay- 
out was good. Tall buildings, however, 
were not appropriate for the site. He 
accepted the need for more playing fields, 
but said there appeared to be no current 
proposal to use the land for that purpose 
and he did not think that the site was 
eminently suitable for such use.

Air Pollution by Smoke 


Domestic Fires the Prime Cause 


THE LATEST revised estimates of the 
pollution of Britain’s atmosphere, which 
take recent research findings into account, 
show that over a million tons of smoke 
are emitted yearly from domestic fires 
compared with half-a-million tons from 
industry and 100,000 from the railways. 
On the other hand domestic chimneys 
contribute only 100,000 tons out of the 
900,000 tons of grit and dust that are 
emitted. These are the two main forms 
of pollution with which the Clean Air 
Act is concerned. Sulphur dioxide gas, 
emitted from all solid fuels and fuel oils, 
totals 54m. tons, to which domestic fires 
contribute nearly a million tons.’ 

These are a few of the many facts about 
air pollution and the campaign for its 
prevention contained in the Clean Air 
Year Book, 1960, published by the 
National Society for Clean Air at 2s. 0d. 
Useful digests of information about the 
Clean Air Act and its regulations are 
given and there is a complete list of local 


authorities which have smoke control 
areas or smokeless zones in operation or 
approved. As far as acreage is concerned 
Hayes and Harlington in Middlesex hold 
pride of place, outstripping even the big 
cities. 

The Society’s annual report for 1959, 
included in the Year Book, expresses 
serious concern at efforts being made ‘ to 
restore the deservedly waning popularity 
of the raw coal open fire,’ and comments 
that ‘history shows many examples of 
such opposition to change and reform, 
invariably ending in failure and creating 
added difficulties to those who chose 
obstruction rather than adaptation.’ It is 
emphasised ‘ that the drive for clean air 
is not a drive against coal but simply for 
its use in newer, cleaner and more efficient 
ways.”

Profits in Building 


Training and Efficiency Hampered by Small Margins 


MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, National 
President, speaking at the half-yearly 
meeting of the Yorkshire Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, at Scar- 
borough, on May 13, said: ‘Comments 
of an ill-informed and even misconceived 
nature are often made upon the subject 
of profits in the building industry. These 
comments almost suggest that there is 
something quite amoral about profit- 
making. Let it be said quite clearly that 
the more profitable an industry becomes 
the more likely it is to be able to afford 
to become more efficient. Although the 
present level of building activity is high, 
the current margin of profits earned is 
remarkably low for a “risk” industry 
such as building. This is one of the root 


causes limiting the expansion of the in- 
dustry’s training programmes and the 
development of other measures necessary 
to raise productivity and to improve the 
status of the industry. 

‘Another matter which, due to present 
credit restrictions, causes considerable 
anxiety to those engaged in building, con- 
cerns the staggering amount of the indus- 
try’s working capital that is locked up in 
overdue retentions and final account 
settlements. It is doubtful whether any 
other industry provides such interest-free 
credit facilities as the building industry 
does under its method of working. 

‘It is imperative that these facts, in 
relation to profit and working capital, be 
clearly understood and that every step

Thermal Insulation 
Model By-law 


Use of Combustible Materials 
Condemned by Fire Officer 


BUILDERS in the Midlands noted with 
interest a resolution passed on May 13 by 
Worcester City and County Fire Brigade 
condemning the model by-law devised by 
the Minister of Housing and _ Local 
Government concerning the conservation 
of heat in buildings. The Worcester 
authority stated that in its opinion the 
by-law permitted dangerous conditions. 
It was decided to recommend local coun- 
cils not to adopt the by-law in its present 
form, but either to make a suitable local 
by-law or wait until the Minister issued a 
revised one. 

Under the model by-law such materials 
as cork, eelgrass and fibre board are 
scheduled as providing effective insula- 
tion in a building. MR. G. EASTHAM, the 
chief fire officer of the Worcester 
authority, said that such _ building 
materials are ‘ creating danger to life.’ He 
added. in a statement to the Press: ‘We 
consider that only materials which will 
not spread a fire should be used especially 
on the ground floors and stairs which are 
escape routes. The model by-law does 
not go far enough. It does not even give 
the protection which was agreed for 
industrial buildings under Mr. Gerald 
Nabarro’s Thermal Insulation Act.’

The Building Craft Force 
Census Shows Little Change 


MOST of the results of the Ministry of 
Works census inquiry carried out into 
the craft force and the employment of 
apprentices by contractors in the con- 
struction industries in September, 1959 
are now available. Figures for elec- 
tricians were not included in the inquiry. 
The census showed that: 

(i) There was little change last year in 
the number of craftsmen employed by the 
industries, the totals (including appren- 
tices) for 1957, 1958 and 1959 being, 
respectively, 1,025,000, 1,002,000 and 
1,005,000. 

(ii) The total number of apprentices 
probably fell but there were only small 
changes in the ratio of fully trained 
craftsmen to each apprentice in training. 

(iii) There was little change in the 
number of boys apprenticed to each of the 
different crafts. 

(iv) The number of firms employing 
apprentices fell. The decrease was largely 
among the small firms. 

(v) There was a marked increase in the 
number of apprentices employed by the 
larger firms and a reduction in the ratio 
of fully trained craftsmen to each appren- 
tice employed. 


Skid Resistance of Roads 
Use of Testing Apparatus 


ROAD NOTE NO. 27—‘ Instructions for 
using the portable skid-resistance tester’ 
—was published for DSIR by HMSO 
(price ls. 9d.) on May 17. This apparatus 
has been developed at the Road Research 
Laboratory to provide highway engineers 
with a routine method of checking the 
resistance of wet road surfaces to skid- 
ding. 

The apparatus embodies a pendulum 
which sweeps a rubber slider over the 
road surface and with its aid the frictional 
resistance between the slider and the 
surface is determined. Adjustments are 
provided so that tests can be carried out 
on gradients and on rough and heavily 
cambered roads and the characteristics of 
the apparatus have been chosen to simu- 
late the conditions of sliding between 
vehicle tyre and road.

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The Royal Fine Art Commission—Pro and Con 


Mr. J. M. Richards’s Paper to the Architectural Association 


AT AN Ordinary general meeting held at 
the Architectural Association on April 27 
MR. J. M. RICHARDS, CBE, ARIBA, HON.AILA, 
submitted a paper on the Royal Fine Art 
Commission. The president, Mr. H. T. 
Cadbury-Brown, FRIBA, was in the chair. 
Mr. Richards began by explaining his 
object in giving the talk which, he said, 
was to discuss on the one hand some of 
the misgivings that people had about the 
Royal Fine Art Commission, and also 
some of the criticisms that are made of it. 
He also wanted to put forward the argu- 
ments that could be used in answer to 
the criticisms. He continued: 


Criticisms of the Commission that are 
regularly made are of two quite distinct 
kinds: criticisms based on the belief that 
the Commission ought not to exist—any- 
way, in its present form; and criticisms 
of its actual operation—of decisions it 
comes to or the way it expresses them. 
The first of these is, I think, really the 
more important, because the question of 
whether the Royal Fine Art Commission 
ought to exist raises the whole issue of 
the control of design and the imposition 
of taste from above, which is central to 
the establishment and improvement of 
architectural standards. But I do not 
want to ignore actual cases, because they 
usefully illustrate the problems that the 
Commission—and everyone it has to deal 
with—faces, and the pitfalls it must 
avoid. 

Contrary to the popular impression, the 
Commission does not try simply to say 
yes or no to schemes that come before 
it, and, except in certain cases, I do not 
think that it would do much good if it 
did. That, at least, is the principle on 
which it acts: the principle that its job 
is to give advice, to help public authorities 
do the right thing and persuade them to 
appreciate the larger issues at the same 
time as the smaller. Its job is not to 
rubber-stamp designs with the seal of the 
Commission’s approval or rejection. The 
Commission has always resisted doing 
this and, for that reason, it tries to avoid 
the word ‘approval.’ It insists, as far as 
it can, that what it aims to give is simply 
disinterested and expert guidance, the 
usefulness of which is lost if it is inter- 
preted in black or white terms of rejection 
or approval. 


Disinterested Guidance 


The method of disinterested guidance 
is a liberal and constructive one, and, as 
between a group of architects and their 
fellow-architects. a becomingly humble 
one but, I am afraid, in trying to apply 
it the Commission is much of the time 
fighting a losing battle, because what 
many people expect of the Commission 
is approval or rejection, and what most 
authorities who submit things to the 
Commission want is approval. 


Local authorities who use the Com- 
mission to help them make up their 
minds, or as someone to whom the un- 
welcome responsibility of making up their 
minds can be transferred, are not inter- 


ested in guidance and constructive advice. 
What they want is to be able to say that 
such-and-such a scheme has been passed 
with the approval of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission, and every project that has 
been before the Commission and received 
comment that is not positively unfavour- 
able is announced sooner or later as 
having been approved by the Fine Art 
Commission—even if the Commission 
studiously avoids using such a word. 


The Commission’s careful wording of 
its opinions so as to avoid becoming an 
arbiter of taste by simplifying the issue 
into one of approval or disapproval 
appears, to those who expect that very 
simplification, to be mere shilly-shallying. 


The Crucial Question 


The question thus arises: should the 
Fine Art Commission abandon its effort 
to remain a mere counsellor when what 
so many people seem to want is a rubber 
stamp? To do so would, in a way, be 
to step back, yet I do not see how the 
disadvantages of maintaining the present 
position can be avoided. I am personally 
continually being made aware of them, 
and so are my fellow-Commissioners. 


People ask, ‘ This building is going up 
in such-and-such a place—has the Royal 
Fine Art Commission approved it?’ 
‘Well,’ I say, ‘we don’t exactly approve 
things, but we made various comments 
on it.’ ‘But you seem to have passed it, 
and it’s really a pretty awful design, isn’t 
it?’ ‘No, I wouldn’t say we passed it. 
We gave a lot of careful advice about it, 
which, in fact, wasn’t taken much notice 
of, but—’ and so no. It all sounds 
deplorably weak; in fact, rather silly. 


But what is the alternative? My own 
view is that, in some cases, the Com- 
mission should stick to its guns and go 
on refusing to make black and white 
judgments, even at the risk of being mis- 
understood; these cases being only those 
in which reasonably good designs by 
responsible architects come to the Com- 
mission and need guidance, for example, 
on matters of wide public interest. 


Where such general issues do not arise, 
and the design is by a good architect, the 
Commission ought to be content to leave 
the architectural decisions to him, even 
though members of the Commission 
would have done the same thing different- 
ly themselves, and if no public amenities 
are threatened they should simply say 
that they approve. That will put the 
Commission in the position it tries to 
avoid—that of appearing to set up as an 
arbiter of taste—but it cannot be helped. 

On the other hand, when the architec- 
ture is poor, I think that in the present 
situation the Commission can do most 
good by accompanying its criticisms with 
an unequivocal opinion that the building 
is not good enough and should not be 
built; that is, by direct condemnation. 


Often, however, it is not possible to 
give a simple yes or no verdict, because 
the process of designing a building is a 
long drawn out one and the Commission 
gets brought in at various stages. At the 
earliest stages, even of an unpromising 
building, positive suggestions are obvious- 
ly more useful than simple condemnation, 
but the sort of pitfall these can lead to 
is well illustrated by the recent, mruch 
publicised, case of the new building on 
the north side of Piccadilly Circus.

The Commission is always in the diffi- 
culty that things do not come to it early 
enough, and it is dependent on local 
authorities more than anyone if this is 
to be improved. It will not get much 
further with them if every time a local 
authority does show a project in an early, 
tentative stage to the Commission—as the 
LCC did in the case of the Piccadilly 
building—the Commission comes out with 
a statement to the Press saying that some- 
thing terrible is being planned. The 
Commission would probably never be 
consulted again. 

I said earlier that criticisms of the 
Commission’s work were of two kinds: 
criticisms of the actions it takes in par- 
ticular cases, and criticisms of the prin- 
ciples behind it. As to the actions it 
takes, I think that its members’ judgments 
about architecture are generally very 
sound—by which I suppose I only mean 
that I agree with them. The difficulty is 
in making sound judgments lead to 
useful results. 


Poor Architects 


One problem is that, by and large, we 
shall only get better architecture by 


having better architects. Many of the 
designs that come before the Commission 
are of a poor standard, for the simple 
reason that the architects responsible are 
of a poor standard. In such cases, what 
ought the Commission to say? 

First of all, as I have already said, I 
think that the Commission should always 
say so quite clearly when it thinks that a 
design is not good enough, and increas- 
ingly the Commission is doing so, but that 
does not help much if the same architect 
is simply going to come back again and 
again with changed, but equally incapable 
designs. So far, the Commission has 
always avoided saying, in so many words, 
to the people who submit designs, ‘ Sack 
your architect and get a better one,’ even 
when that is the obvious way of obtaining 


a better building—though it has dropped 
pretty strong hints that this should be 
done. 

Perhaps your view is that the Com- 
mission should say that the architect is 
not fit for his job. It increases the chance 
of injustice, but perhaps little that is posi- 
tive can be done without the risk of 
injustice. 


Appointment of Consultants 


The alternative line the Commission 
most often recommends in cases like this 
is the appointment of a consultant, 
hoping, of course, that it will work out 
that the consultant makes a new design, 
leaving the original architect in a largely 
administrative role. Personally, I have 
my doubts whether the consultant idea is 
often a good one. I suppose it may work 
when, for example, a building is in the 
hands of a local authority architect of 
poor quality, or a borough surveyor or 
engineer, and there is clearly no chance 
of its being taken out of official hands 
and given to a private architect. 

If the local authority can be persuaded 
to take on a good architect as a con- 
sultant—as local authorities often do at 
the suggestion of the Commission—some 
improvement will probably result. 

I hardly need tell you, who are fully 
aware of the frustrations and the inability 
to press its point home that the Com- 
mission is continually having to accept, 
that more often than not nothing happens. 
Clients, for their own reasons, decide to 
go ahead with their schemes in spite of 
the Commission’s dislike of them, and 
local planning authorities, even if they 
minded more than they do, cannot go on 
time after time turning down a scheme 
on architectural grounds and incur the 
reproach of unreasonably holding up 
development and keeping sites of high 
potential rateable value empty. 

In short, there are any number of cases 
when the Fine Art Commission's advice 
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is not taken, and many of the criticisms 
made of the Commission are based on the 
number of bad buildings that go up in 
spite of the Commission having had the 
chance of commenting on them. 

The Commission is widely criticised by 
the more responsible and better archi- 
tects, who resent the Fine Art Commis- 
sion being allowed to interfere. They 
feel, quitc understandably, that there are 
already enough hurdles to be got over— 
to say nothing of those caused by difficult 
clients, or clients without enough money 
to spend. 


I think that it is essential that the 
Commission does not interfere with an 
architect’s actual design and, in practice, 
it tries not to. Its job is to watch the 
aspects of a design that affect public 
amenity—building heights and densities, 
the effect of a new building on near and 
distant views, the use of the site and the 
relationship to other buildings, and so on. 


The strongest reason for the Commis- 
sion coming out into the open with its 
views is that, although it is said to have 
no powers, it has, in fact, the power of 
rallying public opinion behind it. If, 
directly some important project has been 
before it that is clearly going ahead in a 
way that will produce an unsatisfactory 
building, the Commission were to make 
a public announcement to that effect, the 
public, interested Members of Parliament 
and such like, would be warned and 
could make their views felt in time. 

And now let me come to the second 
question I have to deal with—the question 
of principle: whether or not we ought to 
nave a Fine Art Commission. This even- 
ing, I am supposed to be putting before 
you both the pros and the cons, and on 
this question, perhaps, I can most usefully 
begin by putting them in the most 
extreme form. 

The extreme case pro having a Fine 
Art Commission is expressed by, ‘ Look 
at all those terrible buildings that go up 

can’t something be done about them?’ 
the Commission being the body charged 
with doing it. The extreme case con is 
that each generation gets the architecture, 
the cities—and, indeed, the environment 
—it wants and deserves, and to try to 
impose something on it which it does not 
do naturally falsifies the situation and 
probably stultifies the growth of better 
standards by emphasising the difference 
between what people naturally like and 
what they feel they ought to like. 


Architects and Leadership 


The argument on the other side, obvi 
ously, is that good architecture has never 
depended on the discrimination of the 
ordinary people: architects have to exer- 
cise leadership, and what are the superior 
views of the minority in one generation 
become the accepted tastes of the next. 
Nevertheless, tempting as it is for archi- 
tects to assume the air of superior beings, 
I think that the leadership they exercise 
should chiefly be leadership by the 
example of their works, not by trying to 
dictate taste; and as to planning controls 
generally, these—again in my view 
should not include control over zsthetics 
or taste.

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Control involving esthetics must be 
kept to the minimum. Assuming that we 
agree about that, where does the Fine 
Art Commission fit into the picture? If 
planning controls worked perfectly, no 
Commission would be necessary. As I 
have stated, the Commission is a safe- 
guard. Not being subject to the political 
and financial pressures that influence local 
authorities, it can really watch the public 
interest. It is also an expert committee 
of guidance. 

Its rule, too, like that of planning 
authorities, should be to do its very best 
to avoid becoming a committee of taste. 
It must, of course, exercise esthetic 
judgments, because half the things about 
which it can give useful opinions- 
whether they are the siting of power 
stations or the location of high buildings 

depend on judgment by the eye. These 
are judgments about planning and the 
relationships between buildings but, as 
things are, I do not see how the Com- 
mission can avoid making judgments 
about architecture too. 


Theoretical Standing 


One disappointing thing about the 
Commission’s work is that where it is on 
the firmest ground theoretically—that is, 
where it is most justified in putting for- 
ward strong views—its operating. powers 
are weakest. The Commission finds itself 
weak for two reasons: the first is that 
it seldom gets consulted in time. The 
second is that in projects like power 
stations, other factors than amenity ones 

technical, financial, political—seem to 
weigh particularly heavily, and whatever 
recommendations the Commission makes 
have very little chance of being listened to 
if they involve more trouble or expense. 

Although I am not here to stand up 
for the Commission, I think that in fair- 
ness—since I have rather harped on its 
weaknesses—I ought to conclude by 
emphasising that the Commission does 
achieve useful results, although because 
of their nature, its successes tend to pass 
unnoticed. 


The Vote of Thanks 


LORD CONESFORD, proposing the vote of 
thanks, said that on the general proposition 
of pro and con the Commission, he was over- 
whelmingly pro. ‘Any architect who is under 
the impression that he would have more 
artistic freedom if there was no Commission 
is wrong, because there is no prospect at all 
of removing the powers of the local planning 
authority, and the local planning authority 
would be very much more ignorant of, and 
unsympathetic to, the modern architect than 
the Fine Art Commission ever has been,’ 
declared the speaker, adding that his princi- 
pal suggestion to the Commission was 
whether they could not hear of things in 
time, if not to stop them at least to give a 
chance to angry old men in Parliament to 
make their voices heard. An _ illustration 
was the ruin of Nash’s vista of All Souls, 
Langham-place—the most unnecessary and 
fantastic bit of sacrifice of one of the charms 
of London. Surely, knowledge of that must 
have permeated to the Commission, and the 
drawing of public attention to what was 
threatened, and the value of what was being 
threatened, could have had very great 
purpose. 

‘I had some doubt, possibly,’ continued 
Lord Conesford, ‘when Mr. Richards said 
that the Commission should express views 
only on important matters." He would agree 
—provided people could agree on what was 
important. As an example, he would ask 


anyone who motored through Beaconsfield 
towards London to observe the avenue on 
the right after getting through the town 
and to observe the first house on the London 
side of that avenue. There used to be an 
advertisement in the Tube of a sort of mock- 
Tudor house which a girl saw through her 
engagement ring. That was the house they 
had put up in Beaconsfield. ‘Could not the 
Royal Fine Art Commission have realised 
that there was about to be development on 
the edge of Beaconsfield, and, say, “* Beacons- 
field is of great importance, and is unspoilt; 
let us see what is proposed "? ’ 

The speaker continued: ‘Let me give 
another example. I am told—and I suspect 
that it is true—that some building societies 
insist on bad architecture; that is to say, 
they will not lend money for the building 
of a house unless the architecture is bad. 
If it is a good design—and, therefore, 
resembling in its detail the admirable 
design of the houses put up by the munici- 
pal authorities—they say that the fact will 
detract so much from its value that they will 
not lend the money. If that is true, it is a 
matter of public importance, and if the Com- 
mission could ascertain, and publish, the 
facts, they would do good.’ The Commis- 
sion’s annual report had some admirable 
remarks about some of those building 
developments, but he thought we wanted 
something rather more frequent than an 
annual report, something like a two-monthly 
* Standard.’ 

‘Mr. Richards has said most of what 
could be said about Piccadilly,’ continued 
Lord Conesford. ‘I agree with the problems 
facing the Commission but, again, | wonder 
whether one of the mistakes made may not 
have been that the Fine Art Commission 
did not say at the very outset something 
that they said with great emphasis and pro- 
priety in their final statement; namely, that 
this was a most important site. I have no 
complaint to make of their final statement, 
but I cannot understand why that could not 
have been said at the start.’ 

Seconding the vote, MR. GUY MORGAN said 
that ‘the case for a Commission has been 
made, so for the love of heaven let us have 
it—and have it bigger. As it is, it cannot 
really cope.’ 


Discussion 

MR. IAN M. LESLIE said, that as a result 
of Mr. Richards’s typically lucid exposition 
of how the show worked, he was much wiser 
on the subject than when he first came into 
the room. It seemed to him that the Com- 
mission always seemed to get a poor Press. 
Was it because the Commission was always 
being overtaken by events? If the Com- 
mission always managed to get a poor’Press. 
had to deal with more than 300 cases, and 
the sixteen members of the Commission met 
ten times a year, this gave an average 
agenda of 30 cases. Should not the number 
of Commissioners be increased so that more 
sub-committees could be formed to discuss 
these matters ? 

Again, if one was going to rally public 
opinion, should not the Commission lay 
down some guiding principles on, say, 
development of city centres? It would have 
to be done impersonally, but it would then 
be possible to say: ‘Are you sure your archi- 
tect is all right?’ If the Commission spoke 
in that way in good. time on subjects such as 
city centre development and motorways, it 
would be a better thing than to bury them 
in the annual report. 


MR. RICHARDS replied that he was doubtful 
whether there should be lots more Com- 
missioners. A body like the Commission 
had to survive rather on its sort of special 
prestige, being a sort of narrow-shaped body 
driving through opposition, and if it was a 
sort of amorphous body, the dilution pro- 
cess lessened its power. He did not relish 
the thought of all the good architects being 
inside the Commission and not outside it. 
It had to be small, solid, precise and power- 
ful, and had to find a way of choosing only 
those things that are really important to deal 
with, though he agreed with Lord Conesford 
that the important things were not always 
the enormous buildings in the middle of 
London; the spoliation of Beaconsfield was 
equally important. 


As to the other question, he was a little 
doubtful about laying down principles. He 
had always thought that one rule to which 
the Commission should stick was to judge 
things on their merits, and not in relation 
to a general principle.

sion tended to be overtaken by events and 
that might be why it did not attract a 
better Press. He (Mr. Richards) agreed that 
it had to do more to attract the Press. The 
Commission had attracted a bad Press in 
the past because it had done nothing about 
it, and the Press had ferreted out probably a 
slightly garbled version of what was going 
on. lf the Commission were to take the 
initiative and make a forceful Press state- 
ment every time there was something of 
which the public should know, it would rally 
public opinion, because it would provide a 
focal point about which those who. mind 
about these things—whether Members of 
Parliament or men in the street—could 
shout, at a stage when it could do some 
good. 
MR. PRINDER: ‘Is there not a tendency to 
think of the Commission as a spotlight on 
development mainly in London and the 
South-East? If we are to have this virile 
Commission, and if it is to operate as Lord 
Conesford said it should have operated over 
the development at Beaconsfield, have we 
not to decide whether it should concentrate 
its efforts on areas that are rather con- 
venient, or overall, really doing the job as a 
whole ?’ 


Wider Coverage 


replied that the Commis- 
sion was aware of that danger and had 
recently set up machinery by which it 
would be informed of what was going on in 
the remoter parts of England, in order to 
avoid being a purely London organisation. 
‘It will, of course, always be overloaded, 
because there are always so many things 
going on about which the Commission must 
do something,’ he added. 

MR. CLEEVE BARR Said that it seemed to 
him that if the Commission had greater 
powers over a wider range, there was a 
danger that, rather than becoming more 
effective things might end in the complete 
duplication of the planning machinery at 
local government level. A further thought 
was that no amount of aesthetic control 
could create good architecture. That could 
be created only by good architects, and that 
was a job for our profession. Would it be a 
good idea for the profession itself to create 
a caste of master architects, and so to put 
its own house in order ? 

MR. ERIC LYONS said that in his own very 
limited experience he had found that it was 
not very easy to be heard, as an architect, 
by the Commission, 

‘It seems that if you are the right sort of 
person you can get a hearing, but that does 
not apply to everyone,’ said Mr. Lyons. ‘I 
myself have suffered from having the Com- 
mission examine my work, submitted by a 
local authority as planning authority, and the 
planning officer being given a direction that 
it was acceptable subject to some alteration 
—fiddling with fenestration. This fiddling 
with fenestration does go on, and in view 
of the comments made on the problems with 
which the Commission is faced I think it 
would be a good idea if it were to drop it 
finally because, in the end, it is a matter of 
fine taste and not fine art. We are dealing 
with very personal matters. If anything, the 
Commission should give the architects the 
benefit of the doubt.’ 

A further point was that in view of the 
fact that it had so much other work to do, 
and that so little building was, in fact, done 
by architects, a regular bulletin from the 
Commission would be of enormous service 
—if it in fact came out regularly. 

Answering a question on the design of the 
M.1 bridges, MR. RICHARDS said that the 
Commission only managed to get its word in 
about the M.1 when the thing had been 
settled. The Commission made powerful 
criticism of the bridges but, in operations 
like that, engineering and cost considerations, 
time schedules and economics were the 
things that rule, and questions of design just 
did not get listened to by such bodies as 
the Ministry of Transport unless they hap- 
pened to coincide with economy. ‘If the 
engineer in charge is able to prove that cer- 
tain clumsy forms of construction, if 
repeated all the way down the road, whether

they are to be used for a 20 ft. cattle creep 
or a 300 ft. viaduct, will save concrete costs 
and so on, that is the criterion used. It is 
just a question of the people who sponsor 
these undertakings not being basically 
interested in what people are to look at. 
Even a Commission cannot alter the sense 
of responsibility, or lack of it, in people like 
Government officials for appearance.’ 

On fenestration, he could only say that 
the Commission tried not to redesign archi- 
tects’ buildings. 

MR. LEO DE SYLLAS said that an extremely 
good case had been made for limitation in 
the number of Commissioners, but against 
that there was the problem that there was 
an enormous amount of matters which those 
who, in principle, supported the work of the 
Commission, thought it should consider. 
“Would it be possible,” he continued, ‘ for 
the Commission to call on certain commit- 
tees or bodies to report on purely factual 
matters ? Ultimately, of course, the Com- 
mission has to use its judgment, but that 
judgment is based on matters of fact and 
matters of taste. As I understand it, the 
Commissioners are appointed because of 
their good judgment, which they translate 
into terms of good taste, but the things with 
which they deal are fairly complex. 

“One matter that has not been mentioned 
is the new building proposed for the corner 
of Trafalgar Square. That involves not only 
aesthetic issues on one building but judg- 
ment on the whole problem of Trafalgar 
Square. Going by the extremely interesting 
details we have been given, I would question 
whether, in the time available to it, it is 
possible for the Commission really to assess 
the total factual problem involved in the 
long-term development of Trafalgar Square. 
What, for instance, are the traffic problems 
there ?’ 

MR. WILLIAMS said he thought the last 
speaker’s remarks were based on a slight 
misunderstanding of the role of the Com- 
mission. The Commission was supplement- 
ing, in a way, the planning work of the local 
authority. If the planning work of the local 
authority was all it should be, the Com- 
mission need not exist. Its advantage was 
partly as a second line of defence, and also 
that it was free from time pressures, and 
political and other pressures that came to 
bear on a local authority. It could therefore 
judge objectively. But he did not think that 
it should usurp the planning role of the local 
authorities. It was their job to foresee the 
future of Trafalgar Square, and make a plan 
for it. A comprehensive plan for Trafalgar 
Square did not exist, but that was merely a 
reflection on the way local authority plan- 
ning was operated. It had almost ceased to 
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be positive, constructive planning, and had 
become merely the administration of plan- 
ning legislation. 

‘What is much more important than 
giving wider powers or more technical know- 
how to the members of the Commission, is 
to persuade local planning authorities to 
recognise their major role; that is, to make 
a long-term picture of the way in which they 
think their areas should be developed, and 
the control of development to get that pic- 
ture achieved. That is what we mean by 
creative planning. There is too little of it 
done by planning authorities, but that is a 
criticism of them.’ 


* Taking Buildings into Custody’ 

MISS DARLING: ‘ Since it is possible to say 
which buildings are of value to the public, 
would it not also be possible to have sites 
such as Piccadilly Circus taken into the 
custody of the Commission, so that it is able 
to appoint architects right at the beginning 
when any plans are beginning to come up?’ 

MR. RICHARDS: ‘That is an idea, but I 
think that in putting the Commission in 
the position of appointing architects one 
would lay it open to many dangers. It would 
become a kind of patronage. The Commis- 
sion is a body of architects, and you would 
tend to get the danger of a kind of estab- 
lished view on architecture, and the kind 
of architect whom the Commissioners them- 
selves believed in perpetuating.” 

MR. CEDRIC PRICE said he was horrified by 
the sort of professional presumption of archi- 
tects who judged the work of other archi- 
tects. Mr. Richards, a member of the Com- 
mission, had said that a building on the South 
Downs would spoil the view if sited at the 
top. Well, he (the speaker) thought that 
it would alter the view—it would not 
spoil it. That danger ran through all such 
arbiters of taste, of which Mr. Richards was 
frightened of becoming. It was a dangerous 
policy to have such a Commission—its mere 
presence was wrong. 

MR. R. BUTTERELL: ‘ What is the Commis- 
sion’s general policy on very tall buildings 
in London? Is it true that they must not 
overlook the Royal Parks? What about 
the new hotel in Park Lane?’ 

MR. RICHARDS: ‘The Commission has no 
hard-and-fast policy about tall buildings, any 
more than it has about any other buildings. 
Its principle is that each case must be 
treated on its merits, and the height is just 
one thing to take into account when con- 
sidering a building in relation to all the other 
factors. It is neither pro nor con high build- 
ings. Whether a building is high or low, 
the Commission tries to examine it in rela- 
tion to its surroundings.’ 


The Scottish Royal Fine Art Commission 


Publication of First Report in Thirty-three Years 


APPOINTED in August, 1927, the Royal 
Fine Art Commission for Scotland pub- 
lished their first report on May l1 
(HMSO, ls. 3d.) and in it the Commis- 
sioners comment that they appreciated 
the fact that this first report was pub- 
lished at a time when there were con- 
siderable stirrings of interest in amenity, 
both in town and country. They were 
aware that there were a number of issues 
upon which there was public controversy 
yet upon which the Commission would 
seem to have made no comment. 

‘In judging of this,’ adds the report, 
‘it should be remembered that it is no 
part of the Commission’s functions to 
usurp the part of architect or planner by 
putting forward alternative schemes of 
its own.’ The Commission however 
observe that there was room for a great 
increase in the number of bodies request- 
ing comments on their plans. Scotland’s 
beauty formed a considerable part of her 
capital. True pride in national heritage, 


as distinct from lip-service, was not as 
strong as it might be. 

Emphasising that some of the material 
in the report had become mainly of 
historical interest, the Commission state 
that if there was any sphere of architec- 
tural interest which could be named as 
specially characteristic in Scotland during 
the last 33 years it was perhaps great 
electrical generating stations. The most 
notable public building erected during 
their time had been St. Andrew’s House. 

In a section on bridges, the Commis- 
sion said that many of the more import- 
ant bridges in the north-west had called 
for special treatment, and the Commis- 
sion made a special point of stressing that 
the problems involved were not purely 
engineering. In several notable cases 
they were able to persuade local authori- 
ties of the need to employ a consulting 
architect in addition to the constructional 
engineers, with immense benefit to the 
resulting bridges. 
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A Successful Planning Appeal 


Flats of Contemporary Design at Blackheath 


THE MINISTER OF HOUSING AND LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT has allowed the appeal of 
Span Developments Ltd. against the re- 
fusal of the London County Council to 
permit the erection of a three-storey block 
of 23 flats, and a block of 10 maisonettes 
over 16 garages to the design of Mr. Eric 
Lyons, OBE, FRIBA, on land between 
Colonnade House and Paragon House, 
South-row, Blackheath, Lewisham. An 
inquiry in connection with the appeal (re- 
ported in ‘The Builder’ of January 29) 
was held at Lewisham Town Hall on 
January 13 and 14 before a Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government Inspector. 

Span Developments Ltd. state that in 
preliminary discussions with the planning 
officers concerned, no suggestion was 
made that a present-day design was not 
appropriate to the site, and after a great 
deal of care and study a design was 
evolved which gave consideration to all 
the elements involved, and paid particu- 
lar regard to the buildings of fine quality 
on either side. Rejecting the advice of 
the town planners and accepting the view 
of a section (of the LCC) called the His- 
torical Buildings Section the Town Plan- 
ning Committee of the London County 
Council rejected the application ‘ with a 
fine disregard of economics or public re- 
quirement, and directed that we should 
rebuild as was existing before the war.’ 

At the public inquiry the Town Plan- 
ning Department of the London County 
Council was again not present, but some- 
one from the Historical Section was. 
*He produced a scheme,’ Span state, 
‘which he wanted built, which did not 
agree with his own council’s recommen- 
dation, and which had been discussed in 
detail with various bodies opposing our 
scheme, for some weeks, but which we 
were presented with on the morning of 
the hearing. A few days ago we re- 
ceived the Minister's approval to our 
scheme, and the reasons for his approval 
are worthy of study.’ 

At the public inquiry it was stated for 
the London County Council that the 
council did not take the view that the 
buildings that formerly occupied the site 


should be rebuilt identically, but they 
thought that what was required was a 
building which would represent the scale 
and symmetry of the adjoining buildings, 
and which would have the same internal 
proportions. The council's sketch design 
was intended to illustrate the type ot 
building they had in mind, though it did 
not represent the only solution that 
would be accepted. Their scheme set out 
to achieve a building which might have 
been built in the late eighteenth century, 
and which would restore the sense of 
total composition as it existed before the 
war. 


The Inspector’s Report 


In his report to the Minister the In- 
spector (Mr. E. W. Berridge, ARIBA, 
MTPI) accepted that the redevelopment 
of a site between buildings of so distin- 
guished a character inevitably presented 
a difficult and controversial problem. In 
his view, however, the problem was not 
analogous to that of rebuilding so as to 
fill a gap in a terrace, or restoring a 
closely related symmetrical group of 
buildings, such as The Paragon, and he 
did not think that the circumstances were 
such as to justify the erection of so large 
a building, forming an entity in itself, in 
a style of architecture not representative 
of the present day. He thought that the 
effect of such a building would be to cast 
doubt on the authenticity of the adjacent 
buildings, and to assume an importance 
which it could neither justify nor sustain. 

He saw no reason why a good con- 
temporary building, sensitively detailed, 
should not take its place satisfactorily on 
the site, and he noted that no serious 
criticisms of the proposed building in 
itself had been raised; only to the design 
in relation to its site. He personally 
found the fenestration of the top pavilion 
nearest to Paragon House somewhat rest- 
less and the relation of this pavilion to 
the lower parts a little confused. 

He understood that some modification 
of details had previously been discussed 
with the council, and he thought that 
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these points might be given further con- 
sideration. He recommended that the 
appeal be allowed subject to the agree- 
ment of details. 

The Minister sees no reason to dissent 
from the views expressed by the Inspector 
and accordingly he has decided to allow 
the appeal and he hereby grants permis- 
sion for the development of the land in 
South-row, Lewisham, between Colonnade 
House and Pond-road by the erection 
thereon of one block of 23 flats and one 
block of 10 maisonettes with 16 garages 
under, generally in accordance with the 
drawings submitted, subject to the con- 
dition that the said buildings, and the 
means of access thereto, shall be sited 
and constructed in accordance with de- 
tailed plans, sections and elevations and 
of materials which shall be as may be 
agreed with the London County Council 
or, in default of agreement, as shall be 
determined by the Minister. 

Commenting on the Minister's decision, 
the developers state: 

* The fighting of the forces of bureau- 
cratic control has meant a lot of delays 
in starting our work on various sites, 
innumerable planning appeals and all 
their attendant costs, but when we have 
the Minister directing that a style of 
architecture “ representative of the pre- 
sent day" shall be built on a site which 
his Inspector calls “* . of exceptional 
importance in its context between build- 
ings of outstanding architectural merit.” 
we begin to feel that the fight has been 
worthwhile. 

‘If you add the comment of the LCC, 
who described the site as forming part 
of the “most distinguished group of 
domestic buildings in London” we begin 
to hope that from now on we may find 
the path of all people who set out to work 
in the medium of the present day made 
easier. Similarly we hope it will dis- 
courage all the preservationist /obscuran- 
tist “ prop-it-up-any-price faction,” so 
that when serious-minded and thoughtful 
work is proposed they will remember that 
from now on the forces of law and order 
are not cn their side.’

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New Stockholm City Centre 
Bold Approach to the Problem

COMPRISING, for the time being, an 18- 
storey skyscraper, the first of a series of 
five, and an indoor market-area with 
some 40 shops, a theatre, garages for over 
300 cars, and so on, a new city centre Is 
being developed at Stockholm, Sweden, 
and was inaugurated in the presence of 
King Gustaf Adolf last year. 

The scheme will put an entirely new 
face on the central part of Stockholm 
round the Concert Hall and H6torget 
(Haymarket) square, and will include 
department stores, shops and offices. The 
new 18-storey building, which is almost 
entirely glazed, is reminiscent in design 
and proportions of the UN headquarters 
in New York and provides extensive 
views of the entire town. 


Included in the new city system is a 
three-storey underground town, with 
streets, footpaths, traffic signals, filling 
stations and spacious parking grounds for 
hundreds of cars and lorries. Several 
entrances and exits lead from the Hay 
market underground station to the new 
city centre, making it easily accessible for 
visitors from all parts of Stockholm. 

A special feature of the new shopping 
district is the creation on top of the two 
storey jutting-out base of the high build 


ings, of gardens with trees, flower beds 
and fountains to be used as an oasis by 
city employees and shopping visitors. The 
centre is also to be richly adorned with 
mural paintings, mosaics, forged iron rail- 
ings, and so on. The most spectacular 
piece of art work planned is a glass 
fountain, two storeys high, designed by 
the Orrefors designer and sculptor Edvin 
Ohrstrém. It is to be placed in the mar- 
ket hall and will be illuminated at night. 

Extending from Hdétorget down to 
Klarabergsgatan, the re-built area will 
form the new commercial centre of Stock- 
holm, and constitutes the most important 
part of the re-development of Nedre Norr- 
malm (Lower Norrmalm) which is now 
taking place, the general aim being to 
provide the central working area of the 
town with a new hub. To this end, better 
traffic facilities are required on the one 
hand and new and effectively conceived 
buildings on the other. 


The Underground Railway 


The most important traffic improve- 
ment is provided by the underground 
railway which has recently linked up the 
western and southern systems. Work is 
also proceeding on yet another branch 
towards the south-west. From the under- 
ground central station (T-centralen) this

will continue towards Ostermalm. When 
the work is completed, both stations 
(Hétorget and T-centralen) will be used 
by about 300,000 people a day as they 
come into and out of the city via some 
15 exits. Without this underground rail- 
way, it would not have been possible to 
cope with traffic peaks in the central area 
of the town. 

For surface traffic, a new artery is to be 
built straight through Lower Norrmalm 
by widening Klarabergsgatan and Hamn- 
gatan from the present 8 metres to 36 
metres. Klarabergsgatan will continue as 
a viaduct (now under construction) over 
Vasagatan, the railway yards and Klara 
sjé to Bolinders plan on Kungsholmen 
and swing off there towards Norr Malar 
strand. Sveavagen, now the widest street 
in the area, will be carried from Kungs 
gatan down to a new large traffic circus 
at Klarabergsgatan-Hamngatan, called, for 
the time being, Beridarbanan. There will 
also be a tunnel for motor traffic through 
the southern Klara districts to 
backen. 

These very extensive traffic installations 
are calculated to provide capacity for 
traffic twice as heavy as that of 1953 and 
thereby create the fundamental condi 
tions necessary for a new and effective 
city area.

Norrmalm which, to a large 
extent, consists of old, formerly residen 
tial, buildings on small plots, particularly 
in the H6torget area, will be drastically 
re-modelled. In the place of them and 
their cramped backyards, there will be 
created a spacious city area where light 
and air will reach all buildings. 

The dominating element in the town 
scape will be the five tall office buildings 
oi 18 storeys, of which the first has now 
been erected. They will advertise the 
centre of Stockholm from afar and, by 
their concentration, make it possible for 
larger areas to be left free for pedestrians, 
strollers and shoppers. Thus, the new 
Sergelgatan, which goes from Ho6torget 
down to the new traffic circus, Beridar 
banan, is being built solely for the use of 
pedestrians. 


Provision for Pedestrians 


The heavy pedestrian traffic to and 
from the tube stations Hétorget and T- 
centralen will make Sergelgatan the fore- 
most shopping street in Norrmalm. The 
shops there will be built two storeys 
above street level, as can already be seen 
at HO6torget, and will continue down to 
the fifth and southernmost multi-storey 
block at Beridarbanan. 

But it will not be on the streets alone 
that pedestrians will be provided for. 
Attractive roof gardens laid out on the 
shop terraces (which can be reached by 
steps from different directions) will be 
mingled with the multi-storey buildings. 
The terraces on both sides of the pedes- 
trian street will be connected by means of 
bridges to form a new kind of metropoli- 
tan park, where rest and relaxation can 
be enjoyed by those visiting or working in 
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The central area of Stockholm. 
the area of the development plan. 


the centre of Stockholm. There will, of 
course, be cafés on the terrace facing 
Slojdgatan and the cinema building will 
have an ample foyer. 


It would not be possible, however, to 
create this friendly pedestrian city milieu 
without the extensive use of space below 
grcund both for parking and for the pro- 
visioning of the buildings. Therefore 
there will be built, under Sergelgatan, a 
trafic system in three levels with room 
for about 700 cars, a filling and service 
station and loading-platforms to the shop 
warehouses. In the first storey below

street level at H6tor- 
get, the old market- 
hall reappears in a 
new guise with esca- 
lators direct from the 
market square. There 
are at present two 
ramps, one from 
Slédjgatan and the 
other close to Kon- 
serthuset (the Con- 
cert Hall) and more 
are to be built. This 
underground traffic 
system enables the 
free space around 
Sergelgatan to be 
devoted exclusively to 
pedestrian traffic. 

Similarly, the big 
traffic circus, Beridar- 
banan, in front of the 
last multi - storey 
building, will be built 
on two levels, so that 
pedestrian traffic will 
move entirely clear 
of vehicular traffic. 
This applies in par- 
ticular to the crowds 
streaming from T- 
centralen (130,000 
people per day). They 
will emerge direct 
from the ticket hall 
on to a lower market 
area complete’ with 
shops and _ flower- 
beds. In a_ wide 
circle above it, motor 
traffic will move, 
completely _ invisible 
to the pedestrians on the lower level. By 
means of escalators, pedestrians can then 
reach the usual side-walks around the 
traffic circus on the upper level. This is 
the proposal in principle and details are 
now being worked out. 

According to the development 
gramme, Klarabergsgatan will be ex- 
tended to Kungsholmen by 1960. The 
four remaining multi-storey buildings are 
now being designed by their respective 
architects and will be completed by 1962 
The traffic circus, Beridarbanan, which 
will then be approximately half-finished. 
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Section through the northernmost 
multi-storey building, with liftshaft, 
shops and basements A, B and C 


is expected to be completed by 1964, and 
an important phase in Stockholm's 
‘heart operation’ will then have been 
carried through. 


The British Council 

IN ITS ANNUAL report for 1958-59 the 
British Council surveys the work accom- 
plished during the year. It places special 
emphasis on educational schemes which 
include help given to Ministries of Edu- 
cation, on request, over syllabuses, text- 
books, and methods of instruction; pro- 
vision of special training courses for local 
teachers; library facilities; and the 
recruitment of British teachers for posts 
in Universities, teacher training colleges 
and schools. In a summary of the main 
tasks, Sir Paul Sinker, director-general, 
says, ‘It is the British Council's role to 
extend the area of contacts beyond the 
normal limits and to forge contacts in 
the educational, scientific, professional 
and cultural worlds.’

The Week in Parliament 
From Our Own Correspondent 


The Primary School 
Building Programme 


A DEBATE on primary education in the 
House of Commons on May 9 focused 
attention on the primary school building 
programme and the many minor works 
needed in the existing, older primary 
schools. When he replied sIR DAVID 
ECCLES, Minister of Education, drew 
attention to the fact that they were ex- 
hibiting in Milan a primary school built 
by the consortium in the Midlands which 
had done such good work. This would 
be on view at the Triennale, the great 
exhibition of design. So well known was 
British school building after the war that 
they were specially asked to do this. ‘I 
have no doubt,’ he said, ‘ that this school 
which we are building there will be seen 
by more than half a million people and 
will be a very fine symbol of the efforts 
that have been made by various Govern- 
ments since the war to build up the 
techniques of our school building. We are 
making every possible effort to show this 
really worthy exhibit.’ 

Continuing, Sir David said he could 
record some excellent progress with exist- 
ing buildings in installing electric light, 
sanitation, accommodation for school 
dinners and playing fields. ‘As far as we 
can we shall increase the minor works 
programme but there is a practical diff- 
culty,” he added. ‘ As members will know, 
minor works are very time consuming for 
architects and their staffs. It would be 
wrong to prejudice the new school build- 
ing programme, especially at this time 
when it is so much larger than ever 
before. The major programme for school 
building is 20 per cent greater than ever 
before. To describe that as a cut is to 
make a rather curious use of words.’ 


Opposition Criticisms 


For the Opposition, MR. ANTHONY GREEN- 
woop said that high interest rates, restric- 
tions on capital expenditure, the rise in 
the cost of local government services, the 
operation of the block grant, combined 
with the Minister’s rigid control of 
educational building—which made non- 
sense of the Government’s claim that 
the block grant would give local authori- 
ties much greater say in managing their 
own affairs—had prevented a realisation 
of the hopes aroused by the White Paper 
on Secondary Education. 

For 1960-61 local authorities asked for 
£117m. for their school building pro- 
grammes. This was cut to £55m. by the 
Minister. For 1961-62 they asked for 
£97m. and this was cut to £60m. He said 
the National Union of Teachers had made 
a primary school survey and one example 
in it showed that modern planning did 
not always achieve all that it should. 
The report on a school built in 1958 
stated that for ‘ 100 children (increasing), 
four teachers, three canteen staff, one 
supervisor . . . only three water closets 
and one urinal were available. Atl drain- 
age was to septic tank. There were only 
three wash basins.’ 


Could not the Minister give local 
authorities more freedom in respect of 
minor works? He hoped the Minister 
would tell them that he proposed to in- 
crease the minor works allocation to 
£18m. and the present ceiling to £20,000. 


Minister Answers Road 
Programme Critics 


IN ITS REPORT last June on the trunk 
roads programme, the Select Committee 
on Estimates made the pungent criticism 
that the programme had been _in- 
adequately prepared. A special report 
from the Committee presented to Parlia- 
ment on May 10 contains the observa- 
tions of the present Minister of 
Transport, MR. ERNEST MARPLES, on this 
stricture and his comments on certain 
other recommendations which the Com- 
mittee made to the then Minister, Mr. 
Harold Watkinson. The Committee had 
complained that research was begun too 
late and that one of the outcomes of the 
lack of a national roads plan had been 
over-emphasis on motorways through the 
countryside to the detriment of urban 
bottlenecks. 

MR. MARPLES points out that the 
schemes to be included in the roads pro- 
gramme were determined according to 
clearly defined priorities based on traffic 
needs and weighted for industrial traffic. 
It was inevitable that in the first big 
expansion of the roads programme a few 
schemes which were’ ready were 
authorised slightly in advance of their 
strict priority but the importance from 
the programming point of view of having 
a large number of schemes in preparation 
was recognised at the outset, and there 
were now enough schemes in prepara- 
tion conforming to the priorities set, to 
keep the trunk roads programme going 
for several years at an accelerated rate. 

It had always been standard practice, 
said Mr. Marples, to make an assessment 
of future traffic growth when determining 
a road layout; in the rapidly changing 
and developing conditions of today the 
problem had been to make the assessment 
accurate. He indicated that a committee, 
including the Director of the Road Re- 
search Laboratory and County Surveyors, 
had been set up to advise on the revision 
of the standard memorandum on road 
layout and carriage capacities and it 
had recently made recommendations. 

To encourage the use of new and im- 
proved materials and methods, a revised 
standard specification for road works 
was issued in 1957. The Ministry co- 
operated closely with the Laboratory in 
finding sites for full scale experiments on 
roads actually under construction. It 
was relevant to mention that considerable 
advances had been made in the design 
and construction of roads and bridges 
since the war as a result of the enterprise 
of engineers, contractors and manufac- 
turers as well as the advice of the 
scientists engaged in road research. 

On the recommendation that attention 
should be given to improving the rela- 
tionship between the Ministry of Trans-

port and the Road Research Laboratory, 
Mr. Marples said there would be con- 
sultation between the Ministry and the 
Laboratory on the designs and specifica- 
tions proposed for all trunk road and 
motorway schemes costing over £500,000. 

Commenting on the stricture that 
higher priority should be given to im- 
proving urban traffic conditions, the 
Minister said it was decided that 
improvement in the first place to the main 
cross-country network would bring a 
quicker and greater economic return. The 
present programme was built round the 
framework of five major projects designed 
to relieve long-distance traffic congestion 
where it was heaviest—the improved 
Great North Road, the motorway London- 
Birmingham-North West, London-South- 
East ports, Midlands-South Wales, 
London past London Airport to the West. 
A number of other main trunk roads 
were being substantially modernised, 
often by bypasses which removed 
through traffic from built-up areas. Sub- 
stantial contributions were made to im- 
proving classified roads and over £80m. 
worth of these large schemes were in 
hand, authorised or in the programme 
for 1958-62. 

The Minister also stated that he was 
reviewing the machinery for co-ordinating 
the progress of land acquisition with that 
of the preparatory work undertaken by 
agent authorities. 

He had concluded that there was not 
at present sufficient evidence to show 
that motorways should be lighted. Future 
policy would be decided after further 
experience. 


Financial Help for 
Builders 
THE DETAILED intricacies of the Building 


Societies Bill were considered by 
House of Lords on May 10 when Lorp 
MILNER OF LEEDS moved an amendment 
to the clause setting out exemptions from 
the restrictions on special advances so 
that they would also cover not only 
dwellinghouses or flats which were in 
course of construction or have recentlv 
been constructed but those which ‘it is 
proposed to construct.’ 

He said that in his experience builders 
made their arrangements with building 
societies beforehand and the clause as 
drawn would appear to limit their appli- 
cations to cases where dwelling houses 
were in the course of construction and 
had recently been constructed. It would 
seem appropriate to include ‘ which it is 
proposed to construct’ so that a builder 
might make the appropriate application 
to the Chief Registrar before construct- 
ing the house. 

For the Government VISCOUNT HAIL- 
SHAM accepted the amendment. The 
position was that it was intended that 
societies should apply in respect of 
advances which they intended to make, 
and it would seem only reasonable that 
they should be allowed to apply not only 
in respect of intended advances but 
intended projects, and the amendment 
would enable the approval of the Chief 
Registrar to be obtained before the 
builder started work.

His second amendment was to extend 
the power to cases where builders pro 
posed to erect houses for sale to owner 
occupiers. 

In this matter he looked with sympathy 
on the efforts of small builders. So often 
one saw large building contractors build 
ing huge estates and selling to owner 
occupiers with the result that in many 
instances the small builder was being 
pushed out. In the provinces the small 
builder, the practical man, came along 
and wished to build 6 or 12 houses and 
applied to a building society for building 
advances. But he would be prevented 
by the limits of the Bill from obtaining 
any advance. It was desirable that the 
clause should be extended to what was 
called bridging finance and_ thereby 
enable small builders to apply to building 
societies for bridging finance to enable 
them to put up houses. 

VISCOUNT HAILSHAM Said he could not 
accept this amendment, which was sub 
sequently negatived. The effect of accept- 
ing it, he pointed out, would be to 
exempt, or attempt to exempt, what was 
called bridging finance from the opera 
tion of the restrictions on_ special 
advances. 

They all knew and accepted that bridg- 
ing finance for builders was a perfectly 
reasonable form of activity for a building 
society. He would also concede that 
bridging finance—the finance of buildings 
that were being put up—had this merit 

that it was not outstanding for very 
long and therefore the society was at risk 
for a shorter time in respect of such an 
advance. On the other hand he thought 
it would have to be conceded that pro- 
perty under construction had a more 
speculative element in its value than most 
other property and a building society 
could make a substantial loss if it 
advanced to a builder who, possibly 
through no fault of his own, but possibly 
otherwise, failed to sell the house 
quickly and for the price he expected to 
sell it, and as a result went bankrupt. 

The desirability of societies being able 
to continue to help buildings in this way 
by way of bridging finance was one of the 
factors which led them to the decision 
to permit a proportion of special advances 
and not to prohibit them altogether. They 
had no reason to believe that societies 
would not have ample scope for advances 
by way of bridging finance to builders 
within the permitted limit already 
allowed for under the clause. Their 
therefore was that there was no 
justification for giving advances of this 
kind and separate treatment from other 
advances. The Government felt the 
existing limits were sufficient.

Consulting Engineers or 
Highway Authorities? 


REPLYING to questions on May 11, Mr. 
JOHN HAY, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport stated that West 
Riding County Council had _ recently 
made representations that it should 
become the Ministry’s agents for the 


detailed preparation and supervision of 
the construction of the extension of the 
London-Yorkshire motorway to Sheffield 
and Leeds. These representations were 
still under consideration. 

As regards the motorway from Crick to 
the Doncaster by-pass, he added that con- 
sulting engineers had already prepared a 
draft scheme. ‘In accordance with our 
general policy, it is our intention that the 
further detailed preparation and the sub- 
sequent supervision of construction 
should also be undertaken by consulting 
engineers.’ 

MR. EDWIN WAINWRIGHT Said he was 
shocked to hear that reply. The County 
Council had already carried out 51 miles 
of road building as agent and the work 
had been done satisfactorily. Would not 
the Minister take into consideration the 
work done by the West Riding County 
Council to make certain this authority 
was not pushed on one side for private 
enterprise? 


Unification of Control 


MR. HAY Said there was no question of 
the West Riding County Council being 
pushed aside as it already had a heavy 
programme on its hands. The Minister 
had decided that schemes’ which 
traversed the area of more than one 
county council highway authority should 
in general be carried out by consulting 
engineers. When MR. A. ROBERTS Said 
the. County Council had carried out 
already a large amount of preliminary 
work and had the technical staff to deal 
with all aspects of major road construc- 
tion, MR. HAY said they were well aware 
of the views held by highway authorities. 
‘The great advantage of using a consult- 
ing engineer in cases of this kind,’ he 
added, ‘is unification of control on the 
job. That is an extremely powerful 
factor for us to have in our support.’ 

In a written reply on May 10, MR 
MARPLES, the Minister of Transport, said 
his department sent the County Councils 
Association in April a list of the motor- 
way projects which had been completed. 
were being built or were under considera- 
tion. ‘This followed representations to 
me about my general policy that consult- 
ing engineers should be appointed for 
motorway projects; it was intended to 
give individual county councils the 
opportunity to make representations in 
respect of any motorway where they felt 
that special circumstances existed which 
in their view would justify a departure 
from that policy.’ 


Other Business 
Fire Safety Regulations 


MR. A. E. COOPER asked the Minister of 
Labour on May 3, having regard to the 
severe losses sustained in industry by 
fire during 1959, what steps he proposed 
to take to improve safety regulations in 
factories. 

MR. PETER THOMAS, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote: ‘ The Minister hopes to bring 
the fire provisions of the Factories Act, 
1959, into operation during the second 
half of this year. He also intends to use 
powers given him by that Act and by 
earlier legislation to make regulations on 
fire prevention and other aspects of fire 
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precautions. It is hoped to issue a pre- 
liminary draft of these regulations by the 
end of the year. My Department has 
already issued a number of advisory 
leaflets to factory occupiers on_ this 
subject.’ 


London Road Proposals 


MR. MARPLES, Minister 
indicated in a written reply on May 4 
that he would direct his officers to 
examine the road proposals for London 
contained in the memorandum submitted 
to him by the British Road Federation 
and that he would be discussing the pro- 
posals with the LCC.

Sand and Gravel Extraction 


MR. J. SLATER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on May 
10, in view of the recognised need to 
deal with colliery slag-heaps and the 
action which had already been taken in 
this respect, if he would send a circular 
to all local authorities drawing their 
attention to the need for similar action 
in areas where sand and gravel was being 
extracted, in order to restore the land for 
other uses. 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote.—‘No. Local planning authori- 
ties realise the need to restore land 
worked for these minerals, and commonly 
attach suitable conditions. The Depart- 
ment’s memorandum on “Control of 
Mineral Working,” a revised edition of 
which was sent to planning authorities 
last week, gives advice on this.’

‘ Dual carriageways are ultimately pro- 
posed on the Glasgow-Greenock section 
of A.8, but I cannot yet say when it will 
be possible to authorise this work to 
start.’ (Scottish Office, May 3.) 


‘The Secretary of State has appointed 
consulting engineers to review the line of 
the Larkhall-Hamilton-Uddingston bypass 
(A.74) which was fixed in 1954. He hopes 
to receive their report within the next 
three months. It is not possible at this 
stage to say when road works will start.’ 
(Scottish Office, May 3.) 


‘13 Scottish schools either being built 
or at the planning stage are to have 
swimming baths.’ (Scottish Office, May 3.) 

‘ Capital investment by local authorities 
does not come within the scope of the 
measures to restrain the expansion of 
private credit which I announced on 
April 28. I therefore see no need for a 
statement on council house building 
loans and programmes.’ (Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, May 3.) 


‘I have concluded with regret that the 
heavy cost of rebuilding the garrison 
church at Portsmouth could not be justi- 
fied.” (War Office, May 4.) 


‘ There is no evidence that the recently 
announced credit controls will adversely 
affect the industrial projects which are 
in hand or in prospect for the administra- 
tive county of Durham. According to 
the firms concerned these should provide 
at least 10,000 new jobs during the next 
few years.’ (Board of Trade, May 10.)

1. Cranes 


Two rubber-tyred, overhead, ELECTRIC 
TRAVELLING CRANES, believed to be the 
first in the world, have been in operation 
at a Kent paper mill for over six months. 
They run on pneumatic tyred wheels 
which travel on smooth concrete run- 
ways, so dispensing with the need for 
gantry rails. The cranes have a nominal 
span of 69 ft. 6 in. and a lifting capacity 
of two tons which can be increased to 
three tons by the installation of a larger 
hoist motor. Each end-carriage is sup- 
ported by five pneumatic-tyred wheels 
together with two horizontally-mounted 
solid-tyred wheels which bear on the 
sides of the concrete runways to steer the 
cranes along a straight path. Disc brakes 
are fitted to two of the wheels of each 
end-carriage assembly and a 7.5 h.p. elec- 
tric motor drives one other pneumatic 
wheel through reduction gearing. Access 
platforms are provided for servicing the 
motors and inflating the tyres. The 
apparent advantages of this new develop- 
ment are in the elimination of impact 
problems, which allows the cranes to be 
of lighter construction, an increase in 
speeds and a possible lowering of con- 
struction costs.

2. Drying Plant 


A MOISTURE EXTRACTOR (first men- 
tioned in this column in the issue of 
December 18, 1959) has recently been 
used successfully for drying-out newly 
plastered houses. The Dehumidifier com- 
prises a hermetically sealed refrigeration 
system and when the room air, which 
enters the unit through the front grille, 
passes through the cooling coil, part of 
the moisture it contains is condensed on 
the cold surface and drained away. After 
this, the air flows through the hot coil 
of the refrigeration system where it is 


reheated to its original temperature. 
It then re-circulates through a fan, over 
the fan motor and the refrigeration com- 
pressor back into the room via the outlet 
grille. The unit can extract up to } pint 
of water per hour and consumes only 
250 watts. It should be particularly 
effective in the late autumn, winter and 
early months of spring when prevailing 
drying conditions normally are not good.

4. Insulating Panels 


A new system of timberless COLD ROOM 
CONSTRUCTION has been developed in 
which some of the principles applied 
in aircraft construction have been used, in 
particular the ‘stressed skin’ principle. 
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This makes use of the great inherent 
strength of relatively thin metal sheets 
which are held apart by suitably formed 
webs of metal and so fastened to the 
skins that they are able to resist relative 
movement between them. For cold room 
panels, metal, because of its high K value, 
is replaced by glass fibre reinforced 
plastics. This material has a_ specific 
strength exceeding that of steel, is not 
affected by moisture neither does it 
absorb. The glass fibre reinforced plastic 
is fixed by a special method to the two 
skins, for which any of the usual materials 
can be used, and the cavities filled with 
insulation material. 

The panels are made on the tongue and 
groove principle to engineering tolerances 
so that erection on site is simplified. The 
panels are strong and no retaining walls 
are needed.

A slight 
protruding effect of the particles makes 
the plastic film non-slippery—in fact it is 
estimated that an average man wearing 
leather soles would require a force of 
10 cwt. to make him slip. Fast 
borundico also provides a good light 
reflecting surface making it suitable for 
traffic lines.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA (WESTERN): The Western 
Australian Government and Chevron- 
Hilton Hotels Ltd. have agreed on the 
sale of a site in St. George’s-terrace, 
Perth, for a 23-storey luxury hotel. The 
hotel, to cost about £A2 million, will be 
fully air-conditioned and will have 200 
bedrooms. It will include a tourist centre 
of international standard, a skyline restau- 
rant on the top floor, and will incorporate 
an airport terminal. Construction will 
begin within six months and the hotel 
should be ready in time for the Empire 
Games in Perth in 1962... . The West 
Australian Minister for Industrial Devel- 
opment, Mr. Court, has stated in London 
that his State would like British financial 
help to build a dry dock, which would 
be useful for both defence and commerce 
owing to Western Australia’s strategic 
location. He said Dutch industralists had 
shown interest and that businessmen from 
Britain, France and West Germany were 
expected to visit the State this year. 


BRITISH GUIANA: A $62m. alumina 
plant is to be constructed by the 
Aluminum Company of Canada Limited 
at Mackensie City. 

BRITISH WEST INDIES (JAMAICA): A hotel 
and cottage-type residences are proposed 
on a 200-acre site at Hanover, Jamaica, 
at an expected cost of some £14m.
